JOURNAL  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston, 

Wednesday,  May  I2th,  1880. 

The  Ninetieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  assem- 
bled here  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  to  the  Creed,  by  Rev.  E.  C.  Steele, 
the  Lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  K.  Brouse,  M.  D. ; 
the  remainder,  with  the  Litany,  by  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Boyle,  of 
the  Di  ocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  P.  J. 
Shand,  D.  D.,  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D., 
and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  from 
St.  Matthew  xvi.,  13th  to  i6th  verses. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  read  the  office  for  the  Holy 
Communion,  through  the  Confession  ;  the  Bishop  proceeded 
with  the  celebration,  being  assisted  in  the  administration  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Pinckney,  J.  Johnson,  Capers,  Steele,  and  Boyle 
of  North  Carolina.

The  List  of  Clergy  was  referred  to  a  Com.mittee,  consist- 
ing of  Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger,  Campbell,  and  Drayton  ;  and 
the  Roll  of  Parishes  and  certificates  of  Deputies  to  a  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  Jno.  With- 
erspoon,  and  Jos.  Dewees. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Secretary  was  dispensed  with 
and  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  noniinated,  and  elected  viva  voce. 
He  appointed  Rev.  Ellison  Capers  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Treasurer,  was  dispensed  with, 
and  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  nominated,  and  elected  viva  voce. 

The  Committee  on  the  Clergy  reported  the  accuracy  of  the 
List  and  classification  made  by  the  Bishop.

The  Treasurers  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  presented  tiieir  reports,  which  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Certificates  of  Deputies  reported  the 
correctness  of  the  roll  made  by  the  Secretary,  and  also  that 
the  additional  certificates  presented  were  correct.  [See  Roll 
of  Parishes  and  Deputies,  p.  12.] 

Rev.  A.  H.  Boyle,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  was 
present,  and  welcomed  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Deputies,  and  thirteen 
answered. 

The  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing paper,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  President  :  I  beg  to  offer  to  this  Convention  the  fol- 
lowing comparative  view  of  the  church  in  this  Diocese  in 
the  decade  from  1869  to  1879.  There  are  some  points 
brought  out  by  it  which  may  furnish  food  for  thought  :

Of  the  44  now  living,  how  many  will  be  counted  among  ' 
the  dead  in  the  next  decade  ?  Who  can  tell  ? 

In  1869  among  the  Laymen  there  were  entitled  to  seats 
119  and  65  were  present.  As  far  as  I  am  informed,  26  of 
the  119  are  dead.    Of  these  26,  i  r  were  present  in  1869. 

In  1879,  H4  were  reported  entitled  to  seats,  and  49  were 
present.  16  Parishes  did  not  send  in  the  names  of  their  Dele- 
gates to  the  Secretary.

Our  record  is  not  such  an  one  that  we  can  afford  to  lose 
any  of  our  strength,  and  if  the  Clergy  would  take  a  little 
trouble  in  the  matter,  and  present  the  actual  condition  of  the 
Parish,  filling  up  each  item,  as  per  the  blank  furnished  us,  we 
could  get  a  much  more  accurate  account  of  the  Church.  If 
it  is  of  any  consequence  to  give  the  statistics  at  all,  it  is  but 
reasonable  that  we  should  give  them  correctly,  the  Church 
has  the  right  to  expect  it  of  us,  of  the  Clergy,  who  have  the 
matter  in  our  hands,  and  then  it  is  only  fair  to  the  Brethren 
that  do  make  accurate  reports,  that  all  shall  do  likewise,  be- 
cause, the  results  of  our  labors  as  far  as  figures  can  show 
them,  are  divided,  say  among  forty-one,  when  perhaps  the 
figures  g^iven  are  only  the  results  of  the  labors  of  thirty  or 
thirty-five,  and  this  goes  out  to  the  General  Church  as  what 
the  forty-one  Clergymen  are  doing,  and  what  are  the  prospects 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  while  in  fact  it  is  not  a  true 
representation.

There  must  be  some  error  in  this.  The  oldest  Parish  a 
few  years  since  celebrated  the  second  Centennial  of  the  found- 
ing of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina,  and  by  our  own  shewing 
there  are  but  7,395  Episcopalians  in  this  whole  State,  with  a 
population  of  nearly  8oo,000  human  souls.  We  know  our 
number  is  small,  but  surely  in  200  years,  in  a  State  once 
almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  Churchmen,  we  must  have 
secured  to  our  Communion  a  larger  number  than  this.  If 
this  is  a  true  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic,  and  Apostolic 
Church,  what  is  the  reason  that  we  have  dwindled  and  are 
dwindling  away  ?  It  seems  to  me  these  are  pertinent  ques- 
tions to  be  presented  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  and  which  demand  an  answer  from  every  Clergyman 
and  Layman  among  us.

Of  these  only  64  are  males  ;  and  of  these  269 
adults,  how  many  of  our  Sunday-school  Teachers  are  very 
young-  and  inexperienced  persons?  Let  the  Rectors  tell  the 
Church,  Can  the  Church  grow  if  the  children  are  not  looked 
after  ?

In  almost  every  Diocese  this  branch  of  Church  work  is 
attracting  the  liveliest  interest.  The  Church  of  England  has 
been  making  immense  efforts  in  this  direction.  The  Church 
of  Rome,  with  her  recognized  astuteness,  fully  understands  the 
value  of  training  the  children,  and  spares  no  effort  to  get 
control  of  them.  But  how  is  it  with  us  ?  Do  churchmen 
encourage  and  support  by  their  influence  and  patronage 
their  parochial  schools  ?  What  has  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  ever  done — what  is  she  doing  now — for  Christian 
Education  in  the  Church? 

In  1869,  Communicants  reported  3.429 


A  gain  of  102  a  years  for  ten  years.  But  the  reports  of  1879 
are  much  fuller,  and  there  are  more  of  them  than  we  had  in 
1869.  We  fear,  if  we  could  get  at  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  case,  we  would  show  a  decrease  rather  than  an  increase. 
In  1869  there  was  no  report  from  15  Parishes. 

According  to  our  reports  there  are  7,395  souls  in  this  Diocese.

Here  is  the  Church,  there  are  the  people  ;  how  is  it  that  we 
have  not  brought  the  Church  to  the  people,  or  the  people  to 
the  Church  ?    Here  is  food  for  thought.

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  13th,  1880. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Judd  and  Gal- 
laudet. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Barnwell,  Clute,  Glennie,  Hanckel,  and  Allston,  of 
the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Laity,  Messrs.  J.  S.  Fairly,  W.  I.  Bull, 
R.  E.  Eraser,  W.  S.  Stevens,  J.  R.  Sparkman,  A.  W.  Mar- 
shall, W.  S.  Manning,  A.  B.  Flagg,  W.  A.  Benton,  T.  M. 
Hanckel,  E.  W.  Seibels,  G.  W.  Croft,  W.  VV.  Keith,  J.  W. 
Perry,  W.  L.  Daggett,  Jas.  Simons,  E.  H.  Lucas,  were  pres- 
ent.   Total,  17. 

Certificates  were  also  presented,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee, from  the  Parishes  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis,  and 
from  Christ  Church,  Wiltown. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    [See  Appendix  I.] 

The  chair  appointed  Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson,  vice  Rev.  John 
Johnson,  on  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Bishop  called  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  to  the  chair. 

The  election  of  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and 
Revs.  Messrs.  Hanckel  and  Bellinger  were  appointed  tellers 
of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and'  Messrs.  Mitchell  and  Grimke, 
of  the  vote  of  the  Laity, 

The  Committee  on  Certificates  of  Deputies,  reported  enti- 
tled to  seats,  from  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis,  Messrs.  Wm. 
L.  Venning,  Sam'l  Sanders,  and  John  G.  Shoolbred  ;  and  from 
St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  Wm.  C.  Bee.  They  asked 
leave  to  defer  their  report  upon  Christ  Church,  Wiltown,  until 
the  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  made. 
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The  tellers  reported  the  former  Standing  Committee  elected 
in  both  orders,  to  wit :

On  motion,  the  Rule  of  Order  was  suspended,  and  the 
election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  fixed  for  2 
o'clock. 

Mr.  Geo.  W.  Walter  moved  to  elect  Trustees  of  the  Gene- 
ral Theological  Seminary  viva  voce,  and  nominated  the  pres- 
ent Trustees,  and  to  fill  vacancies,  Rev.  Messrs.  Judd,  Edger- 
ton,  and  Miles.  The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  Trustees 
nominated,  elected. 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological 
Seminary  was  ordered,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Barnwell  and  Steele, 
appointed  tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Capers,  and  Mr.  Mitchell  of  the  vote  of  the  Laity. 

The  tellers  reported  the  former  Trustees  elected  in  both 
orders,  viz:

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel,  the  Rule  of  Order  was 
suspended,  to  hear  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  before  proceeding  to  the  election  of 
that  body.  He  then  presented  the  report.  [See  Appendix  IV.] 
and  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South,  as  now  provided  for,  there  be  elected  by 
this  Convention  three  Alternate  Trustees,  that  is  to  say,  one 
Clerical  Trustee,  to  supply  the  place  of  the  Clerical  Trustee 
in  case  he  should  be  absent,  or  be  unable,  or  fail  to  attend  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  two  Lay  Trustees  to 
supply  the  place  or  places,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named,  [which  order  shall  be  according  to  the  aggregate  vote 
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received]  of  one  or  both  of  the  Lay  Trustees  who  may  be 
absent  or  unable  or  shall  fail  to  attend  any  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the  alternates  so  elected  are 
hereby  requested  to  attend  all  meetings  of  Board  of  Trustees, 
together  with  the  regular  Trustees. 

The  election  was  ordered  for  Trustees  and  Alternates,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Sams  and  Gadsden  appointed  Tellers  of  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Jno.  Gadsden  and  Stevenson 
of  that  of  the  Laity. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  former  Trustees  elected,  viz  :

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  III.,  C] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Report.  [See 
Appendix  IIL,  B.] 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were  severally 
adopted,  as  follows  : 

Resolved^  That  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese  contribute  a 
sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  communicant,  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  communicant,  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the 
Diocese  in  union  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  and  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  asked  for  more  time  to  prepare  their 
Reports,  which  was  allowed. 

The  hour  of  two  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  election  for 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was  ordered,  and  nomi- 
nations made.  Rev.  Messrs.  Edgerton  and  Guerry  were  ap- 
pointed Tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Warren 
Adams  and  Geo.  H.  Walter  of  that  of  the  Laity. 
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While  the  ballot  was  being  counted,  the  Special  Committee 
to  procure  an  Act  of  Incorporation,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  procure  an  Act  for  the  Incor- 
poration of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese, respectfully  report : 

That  a  Bill  was  prepared,  which  has  been  enacted  by  the 
Legislature,  and  is  now  a  law. 

A  copy  of  the  same  is  herewith  presented. 

AN  ACT  TO  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  liereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that 
now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property  be- 
longing to  any  of  the  corporations  or  churches  or  dormant 
parishes  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which 
have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and  also  of  any 
property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surren- 
der or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  trustees,  or  whose,  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may  from  time  to  time  make 
such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the 
management  of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  said  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described 
in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  trustees 
by  operation  of  law  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other 
than  that  which  is  therein   specified,  and  the  said  trustees 
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shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
said  Church.

The  Finance  Committee  presented  the  following  Report  : 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolu- 
tion proposing  to  remit  the  dues  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Church 
of  the  Cross,  St.  Luke's  Parish,  and  of  St.  Matthew's 
Parish,  also  of  Christ  Church,  Wiltown,  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  amounts  due  by  the  "  Church  of  the  Cross," 
St.  Luke's  Parish,  and  by  St.  Matthew^s  Parish,  be  remitted 
without  conditions,  as  they  are  not  liable  to  the  constitutional 
restriction  with  regard  to  dues  of  three  years  ;  and  that  the 
dues  of  Christ  Church.  Wiltown,  be  also  remitted,  but  that 
the  deputies  of  that  Parish  be  entitled  to  seats  without  the 
right  to  vote,  inasmuch  as  they  do  come  within  the  constitu- 
tional requisition,  which  requires  an  unanimous  vote  to  give 
them  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention.

not  to  votes,  in  this  Convention.

Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith  presented  a  memorial  from  the 
University  of  the  South,  which  he  read,  and,  on  his  motion, 
it  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Three  to  report  upon  it  to 
this  Convention. 
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The  Chair  appointed  the  Committee  to  consist  of  Messrs. 
J.  J.  P.  Smith,  W.  F.  Colcock,  and  W.  W.  Anderson. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  following  Alternate  Deputies  elec- 
ted in  both  Orders  :

Colcock,  but  by  non-concurrence,  there  is  a  failure  to  elect 
one  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Alternate  Deputy. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Desportes  moved  that  the  next  Convention  meet 
in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Radcliffeboro'.  Pending  the  discussion 
of  this  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  to  8  o'clock,  P.  M., 
to  reassemble  in  Grace  Church. 


MISSIONARY  SESSION. 

Grace  Church,  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order,  and  prayers  offered  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  Mr.  H.  P. 
Archer,  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  submits 
its  third  annual  report  to  the  Convention. 

At  the  meeting  held  in  Columbia,  on  the  30th  of  July  last, 
the  Vice  President  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  was  entitled  to  a  seat,  by  virtue 
of  the  amendment  to  Section  III  of  Canon  XI. 

At  this  meeting,  the  Board  was  informed  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Advancement  Society,  that  $1,200  had  been  appro- 
priated by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  assist  in  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  said  amount  was  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1880.  Pledges  to  the  amount  of  ;^i,005 
having  been  received  from  thirty  Parishes  in  response  to  the 
earnest  circular  of  the  Board,  it  was  determined  to  make  ap- 
propriations for  three-quarters  of  the  year,  beginning  July  ist, 
1879,      the  following  rates  :

From  these  figures,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  acted 
with  prudence  m  voting  no  more  than  it  was  able  to  pay. 
Three-fourths  of  ^2,850  or  ^2,137.50,  were  within  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  amounts  pledged  by  the  Churches,  and  given  by 
the  Board  of  the  Advancement  Society.    The  responses  of 
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Parishes  pledged,  exceeded  in  some  instances  the  amounts 
promised,  and  this  circumstance  will  enable  the  new  Board, 
with  the  unexpended  balance  of  ;^300  from  the  Advancement 
Society,  to  meet  all  payments  contracted  for,  up  to  the  end 
of  the  next  ensuing  quarter  of  the  new  year. 

The  offerings  from  Churches  for  the  mission  work  of  the 
Diocese  during  the  past  year,  were  ;^i,835.02,  against  ^1,300 
of  the  year  previous,  being  a  gain  of  ^535,02.  This  is  a 
most  decided  improvement  in  the  matter  of  offerings,  and 
the  Board  notes  it  with  no  little  pleasure.  It  shows  that  the 
missionary  spirit  of  our  people  has  at  last  been  aroused,  and 
that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  beginning  to  realize  her 
special  obligation  to  extend  the  Gospel  throughout  her  own 
limits.  The  request  of  the  Bishop,  that  the  contributions  of 
Churches  on  every  fifth  Sunday,  be  given  to  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, has  been  very  generally  observed,  but  the  Board  re- 
grets to  say  that  in  some  of  our  Parishes,  notably  some  of 
the  city  ones,  the  fifth  Sunday  offering  has  not  been  applied 
to  missions  within  the  Diocese.  They  would,  therefore,  again 
take  occasion  most  earnestly  to  request  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  fifth  Sunday  offertory  be  religiously  and  systematically 
applied  to  missions  in  this  Diocese.  The  Board  relies  in  no 
small  degree  upon  the  stated  offerings  for  the  means  with 
which  to  prosecute  its  work,  and  it  feels  confident  that  a  com- 
pliance with  its  request  will  enable  it  to  do  much  for  the 
extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  The  Secretary  agreeably  to 
instructions,  has  served  a  notice  upon  each  of  the  Clergy, 
and  to  all  of  the  Parishes,  giving  them  timely  intimation  of 
the  approach  of  a  fifth  Sunday,  and  requesting  that  due  no- 
tice thereof  be  given  to  the  congregation.  He  has  also  re- 
que-^^ted  that  each  Rector  would  state  in  his  Parochial  Report, 
the  sum  which,  in  his  judgment,  the  Church  or  Parish  may 
be  expected  to  give  to  Diocesan  Missions  during  the  next 
ensuing  year.  All  has  been  done  that  the  wisdom  of  the 
Board  could  suggest  to  awaken  our  people  to  a  sense  of  their 
duties  and  responsibilities  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  confidently 
hoped  that  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  will  respond  most 
generously  during  the  coming  year,  to  the  earnest  and  ur- 
gent appeals  of  the  Board. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, **that  the  Board  of  Missions  be  directed  to  prepare 
an  abstract  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Missionaries,  giving 
the  comparative  progress  of  our  labors  in  the  Three  Mission- 
ary Districts,  and  submit  the  same  at  its  Missionary  Session," 
the  Board  submits  that  reports  have  been  received  from  14 
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Missionaries,  representing  41  distinct  Stations.  That  in  the 
First  District,  there  have  been  24  baptisms,  10  confirmations, 
7  marriages,  and  4  burials.  In  the  Second  District,  11  bap- 
tisms, II  confirmations,  6  marriages,  and  12  burials.  In  the 
Third  District,  131  baptisms,  37  confirmations,  31  marriages, 
and  127  burials;  making  a  total  of  166  baptisms,  58  con- 
firmations, 44  marriages,  and  143  burials.  These  statistics 
show  earnest  work  on  the  part  of  the  Missionaries,  and,  ex- 
cepting the  burials,  should  be  gratifying  no  less  to  the  Con- 
vention, than  to  the  Board,  Vv^hich  is  its  organ. 

Viewed  altogether,  the  missionary  work  of  the  past  year  is 
decidedly  encouraging,  and  it  has  far  exceeded  that  of  previous 
years  in  positive  and  practical  results. 

A  new  life  and  hope  have  been  infused  into  each  of  the 
Missionary  Districts,  and  these  are  especially  noticeable  in 
the  First  District. 

In  this  District,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McCollough.  R.  P.  John- 
son, Hanckel,  Gadsden  and  Gallaudet,  are  the  Missionaries. 
Mr.  McCollough  is  in  charge  of  the  Piedmont  Mission,  em- 
bracing Gaffney,  and  points  contiguous  thereto. 

''Gaffney,"  says  Mr.  McCollough,  is  a  small  town  on  the 
Air  Line  Rail  Road,  near  to  Limestone  Springs;  new,  but 
progressive  and  full  of  life."  "On  Tuesday,  April  27th,  1880, 
the  corner-stone  of  '  The  Church  of  the  Incarnation,'  was 
laid.  The  site  is  perhaps  the  best  in  the  town,  and  the  build- 
ing will  be  erected  rapidly.  .  The  community  have  contributed 
liberally,  the  Greenville  Convocation  also  has  aided  us,  and 
a  few  friends  within  its  bounds.  This  will  be  the  fourth 
Church  building  in  the  County  of  Spartanburg.^'  The  Rev. 
R.  P.  Johnson  reports  that  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  at 
Rock  Hill,  continues  to  grow  and  prosper.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  families  and  communicants  has  been  marked. 
The  offerings  too,  for  the  year,  have  been  in  excess  of  previous 
years,  and  speak  well  for  the  liberality  of  the  congregation. 
A  handsome  chandelier  has  been  purchased,  a  new  lecturn 
ordered,  and  the  exterior  of  the  Church  repainted  and 
greatly  improved.  There  is  also  a  strong  moral  support 
rendered  the  Rector  by  the  congregation,  which  gladdens 
his  heart,  and  tells  most  favorably  for  the  Church  in  the 
community  around  us.''  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel  reports 
that  at  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  "there  is  just  now  a  good  deal 
of  interest  shown  to  remodel  and  repaint  the  Church. 
A  recessed  chancel  has  been  added  ;  a  new  carpet  pur- 
chased and  it  has  been  proposed  to  put  in  two  side  stained 
glass  windows.    Through  the  efforts  of  a  zealous  Layman  at 
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Central,  on  the  Air  Line  Road,  a  mission  has  been  instituted 
at  that  point,  which  in  time  may  develop  much  strength  and 
interest.  "Seneca  City'^  says  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gadsden  "is  a 
station  at  the  junction  of  the  Air  Line  and  Blue  Ridge  Rail- 
roads. It  contains  about  400  inhabitants  and  was  laid  out 
as  a  town  in  1874.  Our  great  want  here  is  a  house  of  wor- 
ship. I  have  obtained  a  half  acre  lot  as  a  donation  but  am 
in  treaty  for  the  adjoining  corner  one  at  ^60,  which  will  give 
a  better  location  to  the  building.  The  chapel  fund  has  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $g/\..go,  and  we  hope  to  incre;^se  it  during 
the  summer  so  as  to  begin  to  build  in  the  fall."  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Gallaudet  reports  that  he  has  had  regular  services  once 
a  month,  on  Sunday  in  Newberry,  having  service  morning  and 
evening  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
congregations  have  been  good  and  the  congregations  quite 
large  for  the  size  of  the  Parish.  He  has  also  officiated  once 
a  month  at  WiUington,  the  fifth  Sunday  when  it  occurred  and 
on  week  days.  The  congregations  on  Sundays  have  been 
large,  but  very  small  during  the  week.  He  has  also  visited 
Greenwood  and  baptised  one  child  at  that  point.  In  the 
Second  District,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  reports  that  "  there 
has  been  greater  interest  exhibited  in  Church  matters  than 
during  previous  years.  The  long  cherished  project  of  a  new 
church  for  Zion  Parish  in  a  more  favorable  location  has  been 
accomplished.  A  neat  little  church  has  been  built  and  paid 
for  at  Eastover,  costing  about  $800,  with  the  material  derived 
from  the  old  church.  It  will  seat  about  125  persons,  and 
having  been  painted  without  and  varnished  within,  needs 
only  an  enclosure,  for  which  there  is  on  hand  almost  half 
the  requisite  means.  As  a  consequence  of  the  change  of 
base,  the  attendance  has  been  on  an  average,  nearly  double, 
and  in  part,  of  persons  not  hitherto  making  a  part  of  the 
congregation."  The  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  who  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  was  missionary  to  Graniteville,  reports  a 
Sunday-school  at  that  point,  numbering  55  pupils.  These 
were  principally  the  children  of  those  who  were  operatives  in 
the  mills.  This  Sunday  School  was  undoubtedly  the  most 
interesting  and  promising  portion  of  the  work.  In  the  Third 
Missionary  District,  the  missionaries  are  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellin- 
ger, Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss,  Rev.  G.  W.  Stickney,  Rev.  J.  V. 
Welsh.  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry  and  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams.  The  ear- 
nest and  laborious  work  of  Mr.  Bellinger  embraced,  until  a 
short  time  since,  10  distinct  stations,  extending  from  Edisto 
Island  to  the  Savannah  River.  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walter- 
boro';  the  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville  ;  All  Saint's  Church  in 
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Prince  William's  Parish,  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Bluff- 
ton  ;  the  Missions  at  Brunson,  Hardeeville,  Allendale, 
Hampton,  St.  Peter's  and  the  Ochitie,  all  bear  witness  to 
his  zeal  and  devotion,  and  of  him,  it  can  be  truly  said  that  he 
has  labored  in  season  and  out  of  season. 

The  mission  field  of  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  is  represented  by 
six  distinct  staiiions,  viz  :  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  San- 
tee  ;  St.  James',  Santee ;  Trinity  Church,  Black  Oak;  St. 
John's  Church,  John's  Island  ;  Christ  Church,  Wilton  Bluff, 
and  Trinity  Church,  Edisto  Island.  Of  the  Church  at  Wil- 
ton Bluff,  Mr.  Prentiss  says  ;  "  This  ancient  Parish  is  now 
revived  and  in  good  working  order.  The  condition  of  the 
Church  organization  is  hopeful,  but  the  building  on  the  bluff 
being  dilapidated  and  inconvenient  of  access  to  a  majority 
of  the  congregation  ;  arrangements  are  in  progress  for  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  edifice  at  Adam's  Run." 

Mr.  Stickney  reports  that  through  the  efforts  of  the  Ladies' 
Society,  both  the  Parish  Church  and  Chapel  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
have  been  put  in  good  condition  ;  a  new  fence  has  been  put 
around  the  rectory,  and  the  missionary  made  the  recipient  of 
some  very  acceptable  donations. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Welsh,  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Charles- 
ton, and  Missionary  to  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  reports  seventy- 
two  baptisms,  fourteen  marriage  ceremonies,  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  burial  services,  and  seventy  five  celebrations  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  as  the  result  of  his  year's  labor.  He 
reports  zeal  and  activity  in  his  congregations,  and  the  recent 
purchase  of  a  melodeon  by  the  pupils  of  his  Sunday  school. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  reports  the  Mission  at  Orangeburg 
as  being  in  a  more  healthful  condition  now,  than  ever  before. 
The  attendance  upon  the  services  is  good,  and  the  Sunday- 
school  shows  much  life.  The  Ladies'  Sewing  Circle  has  in- 
creased its  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  rectory,  and  on  the 
whole  a  healthy  tone  pervades  the  entire  field.

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  May  14th,  A.  D.  1880. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.   LaRoche  and 
Edgerton. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bi  shop. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and 
Mr.  C.  K.  Huger  answered. 

The  Bishop  proposed  to  hear  a  verbal  report  from  Mr. 
C.  R.  Miles,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Mr.  McCrady  objected,  Mr.  Miles  not  being  a  member  of 
the  Convention  ;  but,  having  stated  the  objection,  withdrew  it. 

Mr.  Miles  reported  to  the  Convention  upon  the  condition 
of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University. 

Mr.  McCrady.  moved  to  amend  the  twenty-second  Rule  of 
Order,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  and''  in  the  third  line,  and 
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inserting  after  "  orders'"  in  the  next  line,  the  words  and  all 
Trustees  elected  by  this  body. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

He  also  moved  to  amend  the  twenty-fourth  Rule  of  Order, 
by  adding  to  it  the  words  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  both  orders  after  one  days  notice  of  the  proposed 
alteration. 

This  also  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Seibels,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  request  the 
Clergy  and  Lay-Readers,  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  June,  or 
some  Sunday  thereafter,  to  deliver  a  lecture,  setting  forth  the 
claims  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  to  take  up  a  spe- 
cial collection,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  immediate  wants  of 
the  Theological  Department  of  this  Institution. 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  moved  that, 

Whereas^  The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  having  accepted  a 
solemn  trust,  in  connection  with  other  Dioceses  of  the  South, 
in  the  University  and  lands  at  Sewanee  ;  and  thereby  contracted 
an  obligation,  not  only  to  the  generous  donors,  but  to  her  sister 
Dioceses  ;  and  having  relied  in  the  past  upon  the  voluntary 
contributions  of  members  of  this  Church,  and  this  source 
having  failed  to  enable  this  Diocese  to  fulfil  her  trust  and 
obligation,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  assess  all  Churches  in  con- 
nection therewith,    cents  to  each  communicant,  to 

enable  her  to  comply  with  her  responsibilities. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel,  this  resolution  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

An  election  was  ordered  for  the  remaining  Alternate  De- 
puties to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  same  Tellers  ap- 
pointed as  yesterday. 

Rev.  Mr.  Miles  and  Mr.  Colcock  withdrew  their  names. 

The  Tellers  reported  Rev.  W.  H.  Campbell,  and  Mr.  H.  C. 
Markley,  elected  in  both  Orders. 

The  Standing  Committee  presented  their  Annual  Commu- 
nication.   [See  Appendix,  II.] 
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The  President  appointed  Mr.  A.  G.  Clarkson  a  Trustee  of 
Mrs.  Clarkson's  Legacy  to  Zion  Church,  Richland,  vice  Mr. 
T.  Boston  Clarkson,  deceased. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  from  the  Committee  on  Memorial, 
from  the  University  of  the  South,  presented  the  following 
Report : 

MEMORIAL. 

To  the  Diocesan  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  interested  in  the 
University  of  the  South  : 

The  undersigned,  the  members  of  the  University  Commis- 
sion, having  accepted  from  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South  a  charge  to  work  during  the  year  for  its  conserva- 
tion and  final  establishment,  feel  bound  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Dioceses  interested  as  joint  owners  of  the  University,  to 
the  special  plan  of  provincial  sub -division  recommended  by  a 
recently  published  report  of  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  House 
of  Bishops.  It  may  be  that,  as  some  believe,  the  inherent 
impracticability  of  this  particular  plan  will,  in  itself,  secure 
its  rejection  by  the  General  Convention.  Nevertheless,  in  view 
of  the  authoritative  source  whence  it  has  proceeded,  the  Uni- 
versity Commission  still  feel  themselves  bound  to  call  special 
attention  to  the  danger  this  plan  involves  to  the  University  of 
the  South. 

Though  the  undersigned  recognize  what  is  indeed  self- 
evident,  that  the  close  organization  of  all  the  Dioceses  inter- 
ested in  this  University,  into  one  compact  province,  would 
facilitate  their  joint  counsels,  concentrate  their  efforts  and 
assure  the  final  success  of  the  grand  conception  of  Otey, 
Polk  and  Elliott,  yet  with  the  question  of  the  advisability  or 
non-advisability  of  a  creation  of  provinces  at  the  present 
time,  the  University  Commission  as  such  has  nothing  to  do; 
it  is  with  the  special  plan  of  division  recommended  by  such 
high  authority  and  with  that  plan  only,  that  the  University 
of  the  South  happens  to  be  concerned,  and  against  that  plan 
we  ask  leave  to  submit  the  following  considerations  : 

1st.  The  proposed  plan  threatens  the  destruction  of  the 
University  of  the  South  by  recommending  a  disruption  of  the 
existing  relations  between  the  ten  Dioceses  now,  and  for 
twenty-four  years  past,  united  in.  its  support. 

2d.  The  plan,  would  separate  from  each  other  these  ten 
homogeneous  Dioceses  and  distribute  them  as  appendages 
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among  three  provinces  composed  of  quite  heterogeneous 
elements,  and  thus  while  undermining  the  University  of  the 
South,  the  plan  would  defeat  the  very  objects  for  which, 
according  to  the  report  of  the  Bishops  themselves,  the  group- 
ing of  Dioceses  into  Provinces  is  desirable  at  all.  Each  of  the 
proposed  provinces,  indeed,  would  be  made  up  of  all  or  very 
nearly  all  the  heterogeneous  elements  and  problems  to  be 
found  in  the  Church  of  these  United  States  as  a  whole. 

3d.  No  conceivable  religious  argument  exists  for  such  a 
division  as  that  proposed,  while  it  overrides  the  most  mani- 
fest considerations  of  natural  and  social  expediency,  and 
would  but  check  church  enterprise  by  diverting  it  from  the 
channels  which  it  has  long  since  instinctively  and  spontane- 
ously marked  out  lor  itself. 

Your  memorialists,  therefore,  pray  that  such  action  be 
taken  by  the  Diocesan  Conventions  interested,  as  may  tend  to 
render  impossible  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  division  recom- 
mended by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  Memo- 
rial of  the  Commission  of  the  University  of  the  South,  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Dioceses  interested,  as  joint  owners  of 
the  University,  to  the  plan  for  formation  of  Provinces,  re- 
commended by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  on  the  provincial  system,  beg  respectfully 
to  report : 

That  it  seems  to  the  Committee  of  great  importance  that 
this  Convention  should  give  some  formal  and  solemn  ex- 
pression to  its  views  upon  a  subject  so  momentous,  because 
of  a  nature  to  affect  very  seriously  in  the  future  the  interests 
of  the  Church  in  these  United  States. 

The  proposition  of  the  Sub  Committee  is  to  create  four 
Provinces  ;  the  first  to  include,  in  general  terms,  the  Atlantic 
Dioceses  ;  the  second,  the  Dioceses  lying  between  the  Great 
Lakes  and  the  Gulf  west  of  the  line  of  the  Alleghanies,  and 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River  ;  the  third,  the  Dioceses  con- 
tained in  the  basin  of  the  Great  Missouri  Valley,  and  between 
the  Mississippi  and  the  Rocky  Mountains,  including  Texas  ; 
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the  fourth,  the  Dioceses  west  of  the  line  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, and  bordering  on  the  Pacific. 

We  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  :  The 
General  Convention  has  become  an  unwieldy  body,  and  so 
large  a  legislature  cannot  be  expected  to  hold  frequent  ses- 
sions, nor  can  its  numbers  be  materially  reduced  without 
perilling  the  principle  of  representation ;  nor  can  such  a 
body  be  expected  to  legislate  upon  details  ;  nor  can  such  an 
assemblage  be  expected  to  understand  or  sympathize  with 
the  peculiar  and  multifarious  difficulties  felt  by  individual 
Diocesan  Churches,  so  many  in  number ;  nor  can  interests 
so  diverse  be  adjusted,  nor  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
Churches,  which  depend  upon  such  a  variety  of  local  condi- 
tions, be  secured  in  detail  by  a  large  heterogeneous  body. 
*  *  *  In  a  similar  manner,  missionary  advancement  de- 
pends upon  special  conditions,  which  cannot  possibly  be 
known  or  thoroughly  appreciated,  except  in  the  localities 
affected.  There  are  idiosyncrasies  of  population,  of  local 
habits,  of  race,  of  education,  for  which  no  general  Board  can 
hope  to  provide  with  complete  success.  These  needs  can 
never  be  thoroughly  met  except  by  mutual  councils  among 
those  Dioceses  whicii  are  immediately  affected,  arid  which 
thoroughly  understand  the  necessity.  The  system  which 
worked  admirably  when  our  Diocesan  Churches  were  all 
included  within  the  homogeneous  population  of  .the  Atlantic 
border  may  be — can  hardly  fail  to  be — overstrained,  when  it 
must  now  take  in  Dioceses  and  missionary  jurisdictions  ex- 
tending over  a  population  which  has  become  the  most  hete- 
rogeneous that  the  world  has  ever  known;  and  where  every 
variety  of  national  habits,  and  many  varieties  of  language 
and  race  are  to  be  met  and  dealt  with,"  &c. 

With  regard  to  the  general  question  of  a  Provincial  system 
of  some  kind,  it  does  appear  to  your  Committee  as  most 
probable  that  a  time  is  not  far  distant  when  from  the  continued 
growth  of  the  Church  in  this  immense  country,  and  the  con- 
sequent multiplication  of  Dioceses,  a  division  into  Provinces, 
for  certain  purposes  to  be  designated,  will  present  the  best 
means  of  providing  for  the  necessities,  and  promoting  the 
objects,  set  forth  in  the  above  extracts  from  the  report  of  the 
Sub-Committee.  But  the  needs  for  such  a  division,  as  stated 
in  that  report  itself,  show  that  the  broad  and  general  founda- 
tion on  which  it  must  necessarily  rest  is  homogeneity. 
And  this  homogeneity  depends  not  upon  mere  boundary  lines 
of  States  or  districts.  This  view  is  not  inconsistent  with  the 
argument  drawn  from  antiquity  where  ordinarily  a  Province 
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of  the  Empire  became  a  Church  Province.  Provinces  of 
which  the  inhabitants  differed  widely,  sometimes  were  directly 
opposite,  in  traditions,  habits,  manners,  customs,  could  scarcely 
unite  their  Dioceses  in  Councils.  Such,  for  instance,  were 
Gallia  Narbonensis  (called  Gallia  Provincia  from  having  been 
the  first  portion  of  Gallia  possessed  by  the  Romans)  and  the 
neighbouring  province  Hispania  Citerior,  extending  from  the 
foot  of  the  Pyrenees  to  the  mouth  of  the  Douro.  So  too 
Belgica,  the  Northern  part  of  Gallia,  could  not  join  with 
Britannia  prima  (the  Southern  part  of  Britannia). 

But  let  us  turn  to  the  seven  Churches  of  Asia,  addressed  by 
St.  John.  Here  we  find  seven  Churches  under  the  same 
supervision,  that  of  St.  John,  although  situated  in  different 
regions  or  sub-provinces.  For  although  Asia  Proconsularis 
was  made  one  province  of  the  Empire,  yet  it  consisted  of  four 
portions  or  districts  originally  distinct.  Cicero  in  his  oration 
for  Flaccus  thus  describes  it.  Asia  vestra  constat  ex  Phrygia, 
Mysia,  Caria^  Lydia. 

In  Ionia,  a  district  or  portion  of  Lydia,  was  Ephesus,  the 
Capital  of  Croesus  and  the  Lydian  kings.  It  once  contained 
(besides  several  smaller  ones)  twelve  large  and  important 
cities;  and  a  thirteenth,  Smyrna,  was  wrested  from  the 
yEolians,  a  Greek  colony,  who  had  settled  in  this  part  of  xA.sia. 
These  cities  formed  the  Ionian  League.  After  Croesus,  they 
passed  under,  the  yoke  of  Cyrus  the  Persian,  but  by  both 
conquerors  they  were  allowed  their  own  forms  of  govern- 
ment, being  only  required  to  pay  a  tribute.  Next  they  were 
subdued  by  Macedonia,  and  finally  by  Rome. 

Mysia  too,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Lydian  Empire, 
passed  under  the  Persian  dominion,  and  in  the  division  made 
by  Darius,  was  part  of  the  third  Satrapy.  After  Alexander's 
death  it  was  annexed  to  the  Syrian  Empire.  On  the  defeat 
of  Antiochus,  the  Romans  granted  it,  as  a  reward  for  services, 
to  Eumenes,  king  of  Pergamus.  At  a  later  period,  it  was 
added  to  the  Roman  proconsular  province.  Under  some  of 
the  Emperors  it  formed  a  separate  district,  and  was  governed 
by  a  procurator.  St.  Luke,  in  the  Acts  (XVI.,  7,  et  seq)  dis- 
tinguishes it  from  Bithynia  and  Troas. 

The  Phrygians,  up  to  the  time  of  Croesus,  were  independent, 
but  we  hear  of  their  becoming  subject  to  that  Sovereign. 
Under  Darius,  Phrygia  formed  part  of  the  Hellespontine 
Satrapy.  In  the  partition  of  Alexander's  dominions,  it  fell 
into  the  hands  of  Antigonus ;  then  of  the  Seleucidae,  but 
finally  of  the  Romans. 

The  history  of  Lydia  is  more  brilliant.    Without  recurring 
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to  its  earlier  annals,  it  will  suffice  to  say  that  it  was  annexed 
by  Cyrus  to  the  Persian  Empire.  Under  the  division  of 
Darius  it  formed  the  second  satrapy.  Sardis  was  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Satrap.  Lydia  passed  through  the  hands  of  the 
younger  Cyrus,  then  was  committed  to  Tissaphernes.  After 
Alexander's  death  it  was  subject  to  Antigonus.  then  to 
Antiochus.  When  the  latter  was  defeated  by  the  Romans  at 
Magnesia,  it  was  annexed  to  the  dominions  of  Eumenes,  and 
finally  became  a  principal  part  of  the  Proconsular  province. 
Thus  although  Asia  Proconsularis  was  one  province  of  the 
Empire,  yet  it  was  composed  of  several  and  distinct  portions, 
having  separate  histories.  The  seven  Churches  were  under 
St.  John's  supervision,  who  resided  chiefly  at  Ephesus.  Per- 
gamos  was  the  Metro[)olis  or  chief  city  of  Mysia.  Laodicea 
was  in  Phrygia,  on  the  borders  of  Lydia  and  Caria.  The 
other  Churches  were  in  the  several  sub-provinces  composing 
Lydia.  So  it  appears  to  your  Committee  that  Dioceses  in 
neighbouring  and  homogeneous  States — as  certain  of  the 
United  States — under  one  General  Government — as  that  of 
the  United  States — might  constitute  for  certain  purposes  an 
Ecclesiastical  or  Church  Province,  with  sufficient '  resem- 
blance for  those  who  contend  for  prmiitive  usage,  to  one  case 
at  least  of  antiquity,  in  which,  though  a  province  of  the 
Church  corresponded  with  one  of  the  State,  yet  this  State 
province  was  composed  of  various  constituent  portions. 

But  the  circumstances  and  relations  of  these  United  States 
towards  each  other  and  towards  the  Federal  Government 
differ  very  widely  from  those  of  States  in  those  early  times, 
particularly  from  those  with  which  we  are  now  engaged,  viz  : 
the  conquered  provinces  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  in  the  early  period  of  the  Church 
in  this  country,  indeed  not  very  far  back  in  the  past,  one 
Diocese  at  least  was  not  defined  by  State  lines.  As  late  as  in 
the  Episcopate  of  Bishop  Bowen  there  is  reference  in  his  ad- 
dress to  the  "  Eastern  Diocese  "  which  consisted  of  some  of 
the  New  P^ngland  States.  This  is  here  stated  as  going  to 
show  that  for  certain  Church  purposes,  other  considerations 
may  prevail  over  that  of  regard  to  State  boundaries. 

Your  Committee  do  not  mean  however  to  commit  this  Con- 
vention to  the  foregoing  views.  They  are  offered  as  a  con- 
tribution towards  arriving  at  a  solution  of  this  question 
whenever  it  may  be  decided  that  some  action  is  necessary. 

Your  Committee  turn  now  to  that  which  the  present  occa- 
sion more  especially  calls  for,  viz  :  an  expression  of  the  con- 
viction that  the  very  objects  acknowledged  to  be  desirable 
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in  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  as  above  quoted,  cannot 
possibly  be  accompHshed  by  any  formation  of  Provinces, 
according  to  lines  of  longitude,  which  is  the  Sub-Committee's 
proposition.  For,  to  adopt  what  has  been  already  written  by 
one  of  your  Committee,  such  formation  would  be  directly 
contrary  to  the  order  of  Providence,  as  shown  in  those  divis- 
ions which  enclose  peoples  of  homogeneous  character  and 
separate  them  from  others. 

The  geographical  circles  dividing  the  globe  are  lines  run- 
ning east  and  west,  as  the  Equator,  the  Tropics,  the  Zones. 
Climate,  which  is  one  of  the  principal  agencies  in  differencing 
national  character,  is  marked  by  such  lines.  Without  refer- 
ring to  semi-civilized  portions  of  the  earth,  take  Europe. 
We  have  in  the  North,  the  Slavonic,  then  the  Teutonic,  then 
the  Latin  races.  Turn  to  any  book  on  Ethnography,  and 
you  will  find  sentences  like  this  :  Our  greatest  river,  the 
Danube,  runs  east  and  west,  which  ensures  a  homogeneous 
character  for  the  populations  along  its  banks.  Contrast  with 
this  the  Nile,  the  Mississippi,  the  Yenesey,  on  all  of  which 
the  simple  effect  of  climate  creates  a  difference  between  the 
populations  of  the  source  and  the  embouchure." 

The  report  admits,  as  we  have  seen  by  the  extracts  above, 
that  there  are  diverse  interests  to  be  adjusted,  and  that  local 
conditions  enter  largely  into  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
churches  ;  also,  that  idiosyncracies  of  population  exist,  result- 
ing from  local  habits  and  from  education.  Casting  the  eye 
upon  a  map,  we  may  ask,  where  are  greater  differences  in 
this  respect  likely  to  be  found  than  between  Wisconsin  and 
Mississipi,  between  Minnesota  or  Dakota  and  Texas  ? 

What  local  needs  will  there  be  common  to  Maine  and  to 
Florida  ?  To  ask  the  question  is  to  answer  tt.  No — If  the 
objects,  so  well  explained  in  the  report  are  to  be  met,  the 
lines  of  division  must  run  in  accordance  with  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  Great  Author  of  nature,  whereby  homogeneity 
is  promoted  by  similarity  of  climate  leading  to  similarity  of 
local  habits,  and  education,  and  occupation,  and  wants. 

No  arbitrary  enactment  of  human  law  can  possibly  con- 
vert heterogeneity  into  homogeneity,  nor  render  common,  in- 
terests which  the  laws  of  nature,  (which  are  those  of  God) 
have  rendered  diverse.  Especially  is  this  convention  now 
concerned  to  protest  against  any  plan  which  would  disturb 
the  relations  between  Dioceses  united  for  the  promotion  of  an 
object  of  the  most  vital  importance,  viz  :  the  establishment 
of  the  University  of  the  South.  For  many  years  they  have 
labored  together  in  this  behalf,  and  it  is  their  earnest  belief 
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that  upon  nothing,  under  God,  does  the  advancement  of  the 
church,  involving  the  best  interests  of  humanity,  more  de- 
pend in  these  Southern  States  than  upon  the  success  of  an 
institution  where  may  be  laid  the  foundations  of  an  educa- 
tion, alone  deserving"  the  name,  which  combines  the  traininof 
of  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  so  that  cultivation  of 
the  latter  is  made  subsidiary  to  the  better  discharge,  not  only 
of  earthly  duty,  but  also  of  that  upon  which  hangs  the  wel- 
fare of  the  immortal  spirit.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  earnestly  protests  against 
the  adoption  of  the  plan  for  a  division  into  provinces  pro- 
posed by  a  sub-Committee  of  the  Committee  on  the  Provin- 
cial System,  as  unwise,  and  calculated  rather  to  aggravate 
difficulties  than  to  meet  what  may  be  needed  for  the  advance- 
ment and  welfare  of  the  church. 

Resolved,  That  our  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  be 
requested  to  present  this  protest  (whenever  necessary)  and 
to  give  it  their  support. 

All  which  is  i^espectfully  submitted.

Mr.  McCrady  offered  the  following,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  is  not  now  prepared  to 
admit  that  the  General  Convention  has  the  power  to  divide 
the  territory  of  the  United  States  by  arbitrary  lines  into  sepa- 
rate provinces. 

The  resolutions  were  severally  adopted,  and  the  report 
agreed  to. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  reported, 
that  they  have  considered  the  proposed  Canons  printed  on 
pages  24  and  25  of  Journal  of  1879,  and  recommend  its 
adoption,  with  the  following  alterations:  ist,  change  the 
title  so  that  it  shall  read  :  Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 
2d.  Omit  all  that  precedes  the  word  "any,"  in  the  fourth 
line,  and  substitute,  Whenever  any  nnrnber  of  persons  residing 
in!'  Strike  out  all  between  "  neigliborhood''^  and  "  not'''  in  that 
line,  and  insert  in  the  next  line,  after  the  word  "  organized^ 
in  the  next  line,  the  words,  "  desire  to  be  organized  and  recog- 
nized as  a  Mission^'  so  that  it  will  read  :    "  Whenever  any 
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number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already 
organized,  desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  a  Mis- 
sion, they  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop,  etc."  3d.  In 
the  next  Section  change  the  words,  "  On  Easter  Monday,  or 
some  time  dnring  the  zveek,  "  to,  "  on  the  Monday  07'  aiiy  othe} 
day  during  Easter  zveekr  4th.  Strike  out  the  Section  begin- 
ning, "  All  the  property  of  such  Missions,''  etc. 

The  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  proposed  alter- 
ation of  the  present  Canon  11. ,  be  adopted,  with  the  follow- 
ing alterations  :  Substitute  ''six'  for  ''ten''  in  the  first  line, 
insert  in  the  second  line  after  "  contmunicants''  the  words, 
''at  least  two  of  zvJioni  shall  be  viales^''  and  in  the  fourth  line 
strike  out  the  words,  it  shall  be  done  in  the  folloiving 
manner: 

They  also  recommend  that  Canon  XII.,  Sec.  i,  be  amended 
by  inserting  the  word  "  Hampton','  between  "  Beaufort  "  and 
"  Barnwell;'  in  the  last  line  of  that  Section. 

These  several  recommendations  were  adopted  unanimously. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Benet  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  Parish  shall  have  more  than 
two  representatives  in  any  one  Committee,  Board  or  Delega- 
tion, appointed  or  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Which  was  lost. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  III.,  A.] 

Mr.  McCrady  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  dir&cted  to  print 
the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  the  Journal,  and  to  omit  the  Act  to  incorporate 
congregations,  which  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  moved  to  take  up  for  consideration  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  laid  over  from  the 
last  Convention,  and  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Un- 
finished Business. 

JMi".  W.  Mazyck  Porcher  moved  that  the  subject  be  post- 
poned indefinitely. 
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A  vote  by  orders  being  called  for  on  the  question  of  in- 
definite postponement,  resulted  as  follows  :

FOURTH  DAY. 

Saturday,  May  15th,  1880. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Gadsden  and 
McCollough. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Rule  of  Order,  requiring  the  call  of  absent 
members,  was  dispensed  with.    No  members  reported. 
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The  President  announced  the  subject  before  the  Conven- 
tion, viz.  :  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
which  was  fully  discussed. 

During  the  discussion,  Rev.  John  Johnson  gave  notice 
that  he  proposed  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That,  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to 
be  given  by  the  clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  Resolution,  re- 
commending that  members  of  this  Convention  .be  communi- 
cants, shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be 
vacant,  shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

The  discussion  being  closed,  the  Bishop  expressed  his 
views;  whereupon  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Convention,  Vv^ithdrew  the  proposed  amendment. 

Mr.  Johnson  then  offered  his  resolution,  which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention 
be  held  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  on  the  second 
Wednesday,  being  the  eleventh  of  May,  1881. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  usual  number  of  copies 
of  the  Journal  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  resolved  to  amend  the 
first  Rule  of  Order,  by  inserting  in  the  Order  of  Business, 
after  item  7,  the  following :  8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  F.  Gadsden,  the  Convention  ex- 
pressed  their  appreciation  of  their  warm  reception  and  the 
cordial  hospitality  of  the  people  of  Charleston. 

On  motion,  after  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes, 
and  prayer  and  benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention 
about  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  adjourned  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

TO  THE 

NINETIETH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Convention  :  In  compliance 
with  canonical  provisions,  I  now  beg  to  place  before  you  for 
information  and  action,  the  usual  review  of  the  condition  of 
the  Diocese.  In  order  not  to  cojisume  your  time  unneces- 
sarily, I  have  reported  my  Episcopal  acts  and  services  during 
the  past  convention  year  as  usual,  in  an  appendix  to  this 
Address.  My  time  has  been  wholly  taken  up  within  the 
Diocese,  save  when  in  attendance  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  the  annual  commence- 
ment in  August  last. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  not  to  be  called  upon  to  pre- 
face or  to  conclude  this  Address  with  notices  of  deaths 
among  our  Clergy.  Through  the  good  Providence  of  God 
all  have  been  spared,  and  our  Journal  this  year  will  have  no 
page  in  memoria^n. 

The  Church  at  large,  however,  as  well  as  the  Dioceses  over 
which  they  presided,  laments  the  departure  from  this  life, 
since  we  last  met  in  Convention,  of  the  Bishop  of  Northern 
New  Jersey,  and  the  Bishop  of  Maryland. 

Bishop  Odenheimer  expired  on  the  14th  of  August  last, 
after  a  life  of  supreme  devotion  and  very  earnest  labour  in 
behalf  of  Christ  and  His  Ch  urch.  Bishop  Whittingham  died 
in  the  October  following.    I  am  not  disparaging  the  attain- 
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ments  of  others  of  my  Brethren  on  the  Episcopal  Bench, 
when  I  allude  to  the  pre-eminent  learning  of  the  late  Bishop  of 
Maryland.  The  life  of  the  Episcopate  is  perhaps,  not  favor- 
able in  respect  of  deep  and  broad  learning.  But  that  of 
Bishop  Whittingham  was  both  deep  and  broad.  It  com- 
manded the  respect  of  European  theologians,  as  well  as  that 
of  his  brethren  at  home.  As  an  indication  of  his  great  in- 
dustry in  a  single  department — that  of  hymnology — I  was 
shown  one  day  in  his  library  by  a  friend,  books  in  which  the 
Bishop  had  indexed  in  his  own  hand,  and  from  several  lan- 
guages, the  first  line  of  some  seventy  thousand  hymns. 
^'  Blessed  be  God  for  the  good  examples  of  all  His  faithful 
servants,  who  having  finished  their  course  in  faith,  do  now 
rest  from  their  labours." 

Let  me  now  make  brief  mention  of  some  of  the  ecclesias- 
tical changes  within  the  Diocese  for  the  year  ending  with  the 
commencement  of  the  present  Convention. 

Rev.  S.  H.  S.  Gallaudet,  Presb37ter,  has  been  transferred  by 
Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  to  this 
Diocese,  and  became  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville, 
and  Missionary  to  Church  at  Newberry,  and  the  congrega- 
tion at  Willington.  This  charge  Mr.  Gallaudet  has  since  re- 
signed, to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  July  ensuing,  from 
which  date  he  becomes  Rector  of  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Spartanburg. 

Rev.  C.  I.  LaRoche,  Presbyter,  has  been  elected  Rector  of 
Grace  Church,  Camden,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  July, 
1879.  Rev.  E.  K.  Bellinger  has  become  Rector  of  All  Saints 
Church,  in  Prince  William's  Parish,  and  Missionary  to  St. 
Jude's  Walterboro'.  Rev.  Robert  F.  Clute,  D.  D.,  has  re- 
signed St.  Mark's,  Clarendon,  and  accepted  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis.  Rev.  J.  M.  Green  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead.  Rev.  Henry 
T.  Lee  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  Rev. 
E.  B.  Miles  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Cam- 
den, and  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Stephen's,  Charleston. 
The  Rev.  Charles  W.  Newman,  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas,  by  Letter  Dimissory.  Rev.  B.  B. 
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Sams  has  been  appointed  Missionary  on  the  sea  coast  at  the 
following  points  relinquished  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger,  viz, 
Bluffton,  Ochitee,  Hardeeville,  Grahamville  and  St.  Peter's. 
Rev.  Milnor  Jones,  Deacon,  has  resigned  his  appointment  to 
Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg. 

I  have  received  by  Letter  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  Rev.  F.  G.  Scott,  Presbyter.  Mr.  Scott  has  accepted 
the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Upper  St. 
John's  Berkley.  I  have  also  received  from  the  Diocese  of 
Quincy,  Rev.  H.  K.  Brouse,  who  has  accepted  charge  of 
Trinity  Church,  Society  Hill.  Rev.  J.  O'Bear  has  accepted 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Winnsboro',  and  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Ridgeway  I  have  ordained  to  the  Priest- 
hood Rev.  C.  1.  La  Roche.  At  my  request,  Mr.  Theodore 
A.  Porter  was  ordained,  in  June  last,  to  the  Diaconate  by  the 
Bishop  of  Connecticut.  I  have  appointed  Mr.  Porter  to  serve 
at  St.  Mark's,  Charleston.  I  have  also  ordained  to  the  Diac- 
onate Mr.  Thomas  B.  Clarkson,  and  have  appointed  him  to 
assist  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast,  of  Richland,  and  with  especial 
reference  to  work  among  the  colored  peftple. 

Candidates  for  Priest's  Orders,  Rev.  Benj.  Allston,  Deacon; 
Mr.  James  H.  La  Roche,  Mr.  Thaddeus  Saltus,  Mr.  Austin 
Prentiss. 

Confirmed  since  last  Convention,  333 — whites,  248  ;  col- 
ored persons,  85. 

I  have  consecrated  to  the  service  of  God,  Prince  Frede- 
rick's Peedee  Chapel,  in  Plantersville  ;  also  Zion  Church, 
Richland,  at  Eastover. 

I  have  given  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  following 
Presbyters  to  the  Episcopate,  viz :  Rev.  Samuel  Smith  Harris, 
D.  D,,  for  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  ;  Rev.  Thomas  Alfred 
Starkey,  D.  D.,  for  the  Diocese  of  Northern  New  Jersey  ; 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  Galleher,  D.  D.,  for  the  Diocese  of 
Louisiana. 

The  following  Churches,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  are 
vacant  :  Christ  Church  Parish  ;  St.  James',  Goose  Creek  ;  St. 
Mark's,  Clarendon  ;  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Combahee  ; 
Church  of  the  Ploly  Comforter,  Sumter;  Church  of  the  Ad- 
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vent,  Spartanburg  ;  this  Church  will  not  be  vacant  on  July 
ensuing. 

The  following  Churches,  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
have  Divine  Service  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  with  Holy 
Communion,  by  a  non-resident  clergyman,  viz  :  St.  James', 
Santee ;  St.  John's,  Colleton;  St.  Matthew's;  St.  Luke's; 
Church  on  Edisto  Island  ;  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Gra- 
ham ville  ;  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee  ;  Christ 
Church,  Wiltown ;  St.  Luke's,  Newberry ;  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  Union  ;  Christ  Church,  Charleston  ;  St.  Jude's,  Wal- 
terboro'  ;  Trinity  Church,  Black  Oak ;  Calvary  Church, 
Glenn  Springs;  St.  Stephen's  Parish. 

Of  the  above  Churches,  the  following  maintain  Divine  Ser- 
vice on  the  Lord's  Day  by  lay-reading  ;  St.  James',  Santee  ; 
Church  on  Edisto  Island  ;  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Gra- 
hamville  ;  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee;  St.  Luke's, 
Newberry  ;  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union  ;  Trinity  Church, 
Black  Oak  ;  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs  ;  Christ  Church, 
Charleston;  Christ  Church  Parish;  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon; 
Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter. 

Of  Dormant  Churches  not  in  union  with  the  Convention, 
the  following  are  visited  one  Sunday  in  each  month  by  a 
clergyman,  and  likewise  maintain  Divine  Service  by  lay-read- 
ing :  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell ;  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Orangeburg;  St.  Mark's,  Chester;  St.  Stephen's, 
Pineville  ;  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion. 

Churches  in  which  no  services  are  held,  as  follows  :  St. 
James',  Goose  Creek ;  and  the  Dormant  Parishes  of  St. 
James',  James  Island;  Grace  Church,  Sullivan's  Island; 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Laurens  ;  St.  Philip's,  Bradford 
Springs. 

To  laymen  who  in  weak  congregations  and  under  many 
discouragements,  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  people  to 
come  together  for  public  worship,  in  the  enforced  absence  of 
a  clergyman  in  full  orders,  I  bid  a  hearty  God-speed,  and 
beseech  them  not  to  be  weary  in  well  doing,  for  in  due  time 
God  will  reward  their  service  and  labor  of  love. 

I  am  pleased  to  notice,  as  evidence  of  life  and  interest,  the 
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efforts  made  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese  to  build 
churches  to  the  worship  of  God.  Besides  the  chapels  con- 
secrated in  the  past  year,  and  which  I  have  named  above, 
earnest  efforts  are,  and  will  be  made,  at  nine  or  ten  points  in 
the  Diocese.  I  will  especially  mention  the  efforts  at  Marion, 
Trenton,  and  upon  Edisto  Island.  I  would  particularly  call 
attention  to  Marion,  and  ask  in  its  behalf  the  aid  of  the 
Diocese.  At  Hardeeville  a  few  gentlemen  have  united  and 
have  built,  and  will  soon  finish  a  very  neat  chapel,  which  it 
is  thought  will  be  ready  for  consecration  during  the  ensuing 
summer.  Upon  Edisto,  from  enquiries  made  at  my  late 
visitation,  the  work  of  church  building  will,  I  think,  soon 
commence.  And  while  I  am  on  this  subject,  I  may  as  well 
refer  to  the  matter  of  rebuilding  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro'. 

You  will,  I  presume,  remember  the  action  of  the  last  Con- 
vention held  in  Greenville.  On  pages  35  and  36,  of  the 
Journal  of  1879,  (Diocesan  Convention)  you  will  find  the 
resolutions  reported  by  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  the 
rebuilding  of  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro',  into  consideration.  Un- 
der resolution  5th,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  notify  the 
Rector  and  Vestry,  when  he  thought  a  sufficient  sum  had 
been  collected  to  warrant  rebuilding,  and  to  ask  of  the  Vestry 
the  appointment  of  a  Building  Committee,  to  which  he  might 
turn  over  the  money  in  his  hands.  After  some  considerable 
reflection,  I  thought  that  at  the  least  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
would  be  required  to  build  the  church,  and  so  stated  to  the 
Vestry,  when  I  met  them  in  January  last ;  and  I  have  not 
cjlled  for  the  Building  Committee,  because  I  have  not  re- 
ceived, as  yet,  the  amount  necessary  to  warrant  the  work  of 
rebuilding.  I  have  from  time  to  time  acknowledged  the  sums 
received  by  me  in  the  Monthly  Record.  I  have  in  my  hands 
for  St.  Jude's,  144.76.  The  sums  received  from  churches 
and  persons,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  my  Address. 

By  referring  to  that  list,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  following 
Churches,  in  union  with  the  Conventi'on,  have  failed  to  re- 
spond to  the  recommendation  of  the  Convention,  in  the  mat- 
ter of  St.  Jude's,  viz  :  St.  James,  Santee  ;  St.  Thomas  and  St. 
Dennis;  St.  James,  Goosecreek ;  St.  Helena,  Beaufort  ;  St. 
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John's,  Colleton  ;  St.  Stephen's  Parish;  All  Saints,  Wacca- 
maw ;  St.  David's,  Cheraw  ;  St.  Paul's,  Radcliffeboro' ;  Trinity 
Church,  Columbia;  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton;  Grace  Church, 
Camden;  Trinity  Church,  Society  Hill;  Christ  Church,  Wil- 
town;  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield;  Church  of  the  Messiah, 
N.  San  tee  ;  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg ;  Grace 
Church,  Anderson  ;  Christ  Church,  Charleston  ;  Trinity 
Church,  Black  Oak  ;  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  York  ; 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Combahee ;  St.  Luke's,  Charles- 
ton; Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter;  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  Union  ;  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Upper  St.  John's  ; 
St.  Stephen's,  Charleston ;  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock 
Hill. 

During  the  past  Convention-year,  I  was  in  charge  of  the 
Holy  Communion  Church  until  the  return  of  the  Rector  from 
Europe.  The  object  of  this  temporary  charge  was  to  aid  the 
Rector  in  presenting  his  important  school  to  influential  friends 
in  England.  My  service  began  with  the  last  Sunday  in 
March,  and  closed  with  the  last  Sunday  in  July.  This  same 
school  has  very  recently  entered  upon  a  larger  sphere  of  use- 
fulness, in  its  occupation  of  the  Arsenal  grounds  and  buildings, 
by  the  permission  of  the  United  States  Government,  at  a  mere 
nominal  rent,  and  under  condition  of  repossession  by  the 
United  States  in  the  event  of  its  being  required  for  military 
uses.  May  the  day  be  far  distant  when  this  country  will  be 
at  war  again,  and  so  call  upon  us  to  beat  our  ploughshares 
into  swords,  and  our  pruninghooks  into  spears.  I  bear  very 
cheerful  testimony  to  the  good  which  this  school  has  done, 
and  my  opportunities  of  knowing  are  not  small  or  infrequent, 
and  while  it  will  now  have  more  room  in  which  to  grow  and 
breathe  freely,  the  Government  and  the  City  are  also,  I  think, 
to  be  congratulated  upon  the  care  and  preservation  which 
will  protect  this  valuable  property  and  for  high  purposes. 

I  am  glad  to  observe  from  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions,  which  appear  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Montlily  Record,  an  improvement  in  the  offerings 
of  the  congregations  in  this  direction.  On  the  Rectors  and 
Ministers  of  Churches  it  very  much  depends  whether  the 
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appointed  offering-day  yields  a  fruitful  response.  A  few 
words  from  the  Chancel  in  explanation,  and  need  of  the 
offering  is  of  very  material  service.  I  know,  Brethren  of  the 
Clergy,  your  reluctance  to  speak  of  Church  needs  in  time  of 
Divine  Service,  and  that  too  when  your  own  parish  or  con- 
gregation is  struggling  to  maintain  itself 

You  cannot  respond  to  every  application  which  the  mail 
brings  to  you,  or  which  is  enforced  by  a  personal  appeal,  but 
I  think  that  you  are  bound,  in  the  way  which  seems  best  to 
you,  to  call  the  attention  of  your  congregations  to  those 
offerings  which,  after  mature  and  full  consideration,  have  been 
agreed  upon  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  then  leave 
the  result  with  your  people ;  and  here  I  would  say,  that  it 
might  be  well  for  the  present  Convention,  to  revise  the  table 
of  Special  Offerings  printed  on  the  cover  of  the  Journal. 

Of  course,  in  deciding  where  we  ought  to  give,  and  how 
much,  we  must  begin  at  home,  though  we  cannot  let  our 
offerings  be  confined  to  home,  without  contradicting  that 
expansive  spirit  which  bids  us  look  not  alone  on  our  own 
things,  but  also  on  the  things  of  others.  But  not  to  speak  of 
parochial  objects,  how  shall  we  adjust  those  claims  upon  us 
which  lie  exterior  to  the  Parish?  I  would  say  next  to  the 
Parish,  Diocesan  Missions  come  first.  And  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  offering  days  for  this  purpose,  on  the  fifth  Sun- 
days, be  continued  and  adhered  to  as  far  as  possible.  Next 
to  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  I  think  I  would  place  the  offer- 
ings for  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widoius  and  Orphans  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  There  is  great  need  here.  We 
ought  to  sustain  those  now  laboring,  and  we  should  not  for- 
get those  who  have  labored,  but  have  been  called  to  rest. 
What  I  have  said  here,  is  not  to  be  understood  as  excluding 
the  Brotherhood  from  your  interest  which  works  in  the  same 
field,  but  by  different  methods.  Then,  after  this,  I  would  put 
the  offering  for  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University 
of  tJie  South,  in  order  that  we  may  provide  a  school  near  at 
home  for  the  instruction  of  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  the  future  Clergy,  in  part  at  least,  of  the  Diocese. 

After  this  would  come  Domestic  Missions,  whose  Com- 
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mittee  in  New  York  have  for  their  field  the  United  States  and 
Territories,  and  who  since  the  close  of  the  late  civil  war  have 
put  large  help  to  this  impoverished  and  struggling  Diocese. 

Next,  but  not  least,  would  come  contributions  to  Foreign 
Missions,  foreign  in  space  only,  but  not  in  heart;  for  if  an 
ancient  heathen  writer  could  pen  such  words  as  these,  Homo 
Slim,  Jiinnani  nihil  a  me  aliemuii  ptito,  much  more  ought  we, 
who  know  something  of  the  light  and  love  of  Jesus,  to  say 
in  regard  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  people  sitting  in  spiritual 
darkness — Christiamis  sum — I  am  a  Christian,  and,  therefore, 
nothing  which  concerns  man  can  be  foreign  to  me. 

Then,  finally,  I  would  suggest  Good  Friday  as  an  offering 
day,  to  aid  in  the  promotion  of  Christianity  among  the  Jews. 
This  was  our  old  custom,  and  I  would  like  to  see  a  return  to 
it  in  every  congregation,  however  small,  which  meets  to  cele- 
brate on  the  great  day  of  Atonement  the  dying  love  of  Jesus 
Christ,  who  was  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  according  to  the 
flesh,  and  who  is  God  over  all,  blessed  forevermore. 

And  now  weak  and  feeble  Parishes  and  Clergy,  who  are  to 
a  great  extent,  if  not  wholly,  dependant  on  the  offerings  of 
the  congregation,  may  think  I  have  made  out  a  formidable 
list  of  offerings  to  be  diverted  from  the  Parish  treasury.  But 
let  me  briefly  recapitulate — I  have  named  four  Sundays  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  one  Sunday  in  aid  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy,  commonly 
called  the  ^'  Clergy  Society  one  Sunday  for  the  Theologi- 
cal School  at  Sewanee  ;  one  Sunday  for  Domestic  Missions, 
and  one  Sunday  for  Foreign  Missions,  in  all  eight  Sundays 
out  of  the  fifty-two  Sundays  in  the  year,  or  a  little  over  one- 
seventh  of  the  whole  number  of  Sundays.  I  do  not  know 
that  all  congregations  in  the  Diocese  can  follow  out  such  a 
scheme,  but  I  repeat,  very  much  will  depend  on  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  clergyman  here.  I  think  if  our  congregations 
are  fully  possessed  of  a  list  of  offerings  approved  by  this 
Convention,  they  will  in  the  main  try  to  come  up  to  it,  and 
tliat,  too,  without  diminishing  what  is  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Parish.  Still,  where  circumstances  are  such  that 
a  congregation  cannot,  in  consistency  with  the  struggle  to 
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maintain  its  own  existence,  observe  the  entire  list  of  offering 
days,  let  it  do  the  best  it  can,  as  before  God  and  not  to  man. 

At  the  late  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
State,  an  Act  was  passed  and  approved  granting  certain 
powers  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  as  "  Trustees 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,^'  for 
the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  Church  property  which  has 
no  legal  protection  otherwise,  and  also  to  hold  property 
which  may  hereafter  be  given  to  the  Church,  and  to  receive 
from  personal  trustees  of  Church  property  the  transfer  of  the 
same  where  it  is  desired. 

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  our  Church  people  through- 
out the  State  to  this  important  Act,  and  where  Church  pro- 
perty is  in  any  neighborhood  derelict  from  any  cause,  let 
some  one  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr. 
Wm.  A.  Pringle,  in  Charleston,  of  the  same.  As  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  I  am  in  several  instances  made  Trustee  of 
Churches  and  Church  lots,  and  shall  take  an  early  day  to 
turn  over  such  trusts  to  the  Board.  Persons  who  may  be 
willing  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  churches,  but  have  been 
restrained  on  account  of  the  uncertain  tenure  of  such  pro- 
perty, may  now  give,  on  the  condition  that  the  church  be 
held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  so  without  the  ap- 
prehension that  their  pious  gifts  may  be  diverted  from  the 
original  purpose  of  the  donors.  As  the  Board,  however,  will 
probably  make  their  first  report  to  this  present  Convention,  I 
will  add  no  more. 

The  money  received  by  me,  chiefly  on  my  visitations  to 
Churches,  and  to  be  expended  in  aid  of  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  and  other  Diocesan  purposes  at  my  discretion,  since 
the  last  Convention,  is  ^906.66.  Expended  of  the  same 
^$858.48,  leaving  balance  in  my  hands  of  ;^48.i8. 

I  will  make  no  special  reference  to  the  University  of  the 
South,  as  the  Convention  will  have  a  report  from  the  Trus- 
tees. Moreover,  I  have  made  reference  to  my  visit  at  com- 
mencement in  Journal  at  the  end  of  this  address. 

The  General  Convention  of  our  Church  will  meet  this 
year  in  New  York  City  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October. 
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As  usual,  it  is  to  be  presumed  the  Convention  will  be 
crowded  with  work,  much  of  which  will  be  left  undone.  A 
triennial  meeting  may  have  answered  a  half  century  ago,  but 
is  now,  from  the  growth  of  our  Church,  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  legislation. 

As  a  partial  remedy  the  provincial  system  has  been  pro- 
posed and  has  been  somewhat  widely  canvassed ;  and  a 
Special  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Flouse  of  Bishops, 
wnth  instructions  to  report  upon  the  same  at  the  coming 
Convention.  A  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  have  recently  made  a  report  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  concluding  with  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  recommendations  be  made  to 
the  next  General  Convention :  ist.  To  establish  four  Provinces 
within  the  territory  of  the  United  States — a  Province  of  the 
Atlantic,  of  the  Centre,  of  the  West,  and  ot  the  Pacific,  gen- 
erally bounded  by  the  lines  of  the  Alleghanies,  the  Missis- 
sippi River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains.  2d.  That  in  all 
legislation  respecting  a  Provincial  system,  the  independence 
of  existing  Dioceses  be  guarded  and  preserved.  3d.  That 
the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  continue  to  be  the 
legislative  body,  uniting  the  Churches,  retaining  the  power 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  other 
symbols,  governing  Provinces,  and  representing  all  the 
Dioceses,  but  restricted  to  general  legislation.  4th.  That 
the  General  Convention  shall  meet  once  in  nine  years. 

Accompanying  the  report  and  concluding  resolutions  I 
received  a  circular  letter  to  the  following  effect  from  the 
Sub-(  Committee  :  "  The  accompanying  paper  is  transmitted  to 
you  by  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Provinces,  appointed  by 
the  House  of  Bishops.  It  is  not  intended  to  be  understood 
as  the  ultimate  expression  of  the  mind  of  the  Committee,  but 
only  of  its  conclusions  thus  far  arrived  at.  The  Committee 
would  be  glad  to  be  favored  with  your  views,  for  on  so  im- 
portant a  topic  the  course  of  wisdom  will  be  indicated  by  a 
comparison  of  wise  counsels.  It  is  thought  best  that  the 
subject  shall  now  be  brought  before  the  members  of  the 
Church,  through  its  Bishops,  in  order  that  if  any  action 
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should  be  deemed  advisable  at  the  next  General  Convention,  . 
it  shall  have  been  maturely  considered  by  the  delegates  and 
by  the  Church." 

In  compliance  with  this  invitation  of  the  respected  Sub- 
Committee,  I  will  take  this  opportunity  and  mode  of  putting 
a  few  thoughts  together  on  this  subject,  merely  premising 
that  what  is  thought  out  by  one's  self,  is  often  modified  and 
changed  by  a  discussion  in  a  large  assembly  brought  together 
from  widely  remote  sections  of  country. 

It  is  said  with  entire  justice,  that  the  Provincial  system 
may  plead  great  antiquity  and  the  unbroken  practice  of  the 
Church — there  are  some  who  think  to  refer  it  to  an  Apostolic 
antiquity.  The  Church  in  Scotland  and  the  Church  in  this 
country,  are  said  to  be  the  only  exceptions  to  the  general 
rule.  I  must  necessarily  therefore  refer  somewhat  to  Chris- 
tian antiquity  in  my  remarks.  Antiquity  in  this  instance 
however,  does  not  settle  the  point  for  us.  We  are  a  new 
people  in  a  new  country,  and,  perhaps,  our  difficulties  must 
find  a  new  solution.  We  shall,  it  may  be,  follow  the  spirit 
and  genius  of  ecclesiastical  antiquity,  by  adjusting  external 
organization  to  our  providential  environments,  rather  than 
by  organizing  what  may  be  after  all  only  an  artificial  copying 
of  antiquity.  If  the  Church  in  this  country  adopts  ultimately 
the  plan  proposed  by  the  Committee,  and  reported  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  or  one  differing  from  it  in  boundaries  only, 
but  of  the  same  essential  character  in  its  grouping  together 
of  several  States,  I  am  inclined  to  think  there  would  be  this 
difference  between  the  past  and  our  contemplated  action. 

The  Old  Church  found  provinces  already  made  to  her 
hand  by  Divine  Providence,  and  her  ecclesiastical  form — when 
her  life  molten  by  the  Spirit  of  God  flowed  into  the  already 
prepared  mould — took  shape  accordingly;  whereas  our 
adoption  of  the  Provincial  system,  as  suggested,  would  seem 
to  be  a  uniting  together  from  without.  But  let  us  give  a 
glance  backward. 

We  open  our  Bibles,  and  at  the  Epistles  we  find  many  of 
these  addressed  to  Christians  in  eitics.  We  have  the  Epistle 
to  the  Romans,  to  the  Corinthians,  and  the  Thessalonians. 
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Others  are  addressed  to  the  Churches  of  a  country,  gathered 
in  its  principal  towns.  When  we  read  of  the  labors  of  the 
blessed  Apostle  St.  Paul  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  we  are 
compelled  to  follow  him  from  city  to  city.  Christianity  began 
in  a  city.  The  first  converts  lived  in  cities.  Country  people 
were  called  pagans,  which  at  first  meant  only  rustics,  in 
opposition  to  dwellers  in  towns;  but  by  and  by  it  came  to 
have  the  same  meaning  as  with  us,  denoting  an  idolater, 
because  believers  were  mostly  confined  to  cities,  and  unbe- 
lievers to  the  country. 

The  Church  thus  starting  in  the  city,  the  primitive  Bishop 
would  naturally  have  his  residence  there,  and  his  pastoral 
care  would  extend  over  all  the  Christians  in  it  and  its  ad- 
joining suburbs,  recognized  as  such  by  the  State  authorities. 
''For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete/'  writes  the  Apostle  to 
Titus,  "that  thou  shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are 
wanting,  and  ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed 
thee."  The  ancient  Bishop's  jurisdiction — or  in  modern 
term  Diocese,  was  of  small  dimensions  therefore,  and  varying 
with  the  importance  of  his  city  and  suburbs.  The  suburbs 
of  some  cities,  as  that  of  Alexandria  for  instance,  had  a 
diameter  of  24  miles  ;  the  suburbs  of  Carthage,  a  diameter  of 
20  miles;  Constantinople,  14  miles  at  the  least.  Says  Bing- 
ham, "An  Episcopal  Church,"  (a  Bishop's  jurisdiction)  "was 
generally  a  city  and  a  whole  region  of  the  very  same  extent, 
with  the  power  of  the  civil  magistrate,  whose  bounds  for  the 
most  part  were  the  bounds  of  the  Bishop's  Diocese.  And 
though  there  was  a  great  difference  in  the  extent  of  the 
Dioceses,  as  there  was  in  city  regions  and  districts,  yet  they 
were  generally  so  large  as  to  admit  both  of  a  Bishop  and  a 
Presbytery  in  the  city  Church,  and  Presbyters  and  Deacons 
in  the  country  regions." 

But,  in  addition  to  cities  and  their  suburbs,  there  was  an- 
other division  of  the  Roman  Empire  into  Provinces,  coeval, 
accordincr  to  some,  with  the  earliest  establishment  of  the 
Christian  Church.  "  A  Province,"  says  the  authority  already 
referred  to,  "  was  the  cities  of  a  whole  region  subjected  to 
the  authority  of  one  chief  magistrate,  who  resided  in  the 
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metropolis,  or  chief  city  of  the  province."  The  number  of 
provinces  in  the  Empire  towards  the  conclusion  of  the  fourth 
century  is  usually  computed  at  one  hundred  and  twenty. 
Whatever  be  the  original  derivation  of  the  word  province, 
whether  from  providere,  or  from  provincere^  it  came  at  last  to 
mean  territory  beyond  Italy  subjected  to  Rome  by  conquest. 
But  provinces,  though  losing  by  conquest  their  sovereignty, 
did  not  lose  their  nationality — that  is,  the  character  which 
had  been  impressed  upon  them  by  race,  or  tradition,  or 
natural  boundaries.  And  as  in  the  State  the  provinces  were 
usually  recognized  under  the  ancient  land  marks, -so  was  it 
commonly  in  the  church — the  ecclesiastical  province  most 
usually,  if  not  altogether,  coincided  with  the  political  divi- 
sions— the  metropolis  of  the  State-Province  being  also  the 
See  of  that  Bishop  known  under  the  desigr.ation  of  metro- 
politan. 

Now,  if  at  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  our  Church's 
independent  existence  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  time 
has  come,  as  many  think,  for  somewhat  of  a  remodeling  of 
our  organization  into  Provinces,  in  order  to  meet  the  neces- 
sities of  growth  and  numbers ;  and  if  we  are  to  take  eccle- 
siastical antiquity  as  furnishing  the  norm  of  our  proposed 
action,  it  occurs  to  me  at  present  that  we  ought  to  find  the 
American  Ecclesiastical  Province  in  the  State^  rather  than  in 
dL  group  of  States,  as  suggested  by  the  Sub-Committee  in  their 
report  to  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

For  the  ancient  provincial  system,  as  I  have  said,  con- 
formed to  the  political  or  State  system,  and  this  again  reposed 
on  conditions  that  prec  eded  conquest.  So,  too,  the  original 
thirteen  colonies  may  be  regarded,  in  their  relation  to  the 
crown  of  England,  in  the  light  of  an  ancient  province.  Cir- 
cumstances, which  are  only  another  name  for  Providence, 
made  them  what  they  were.  He  who  "  determines  bounds 
of  habitation,"  set  off  one  colony  to  itself,  and  another  colony 
by  itself;  and  where  the  colony  passed  over  into  the  State,  it 
carried  its  distinct  provincial  character  in  the  change.  Citi- 
zens of  one  of  the  original  thirteen  probably  feel  this  more 
than  do  the  citizens  of  the  newer  States.  It  strikes  me,  there- 
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fore,  that  the  real  question  before  us,  if  we  follow  antiquity 
in  its  spirit,  and  not  in  name  alone,  is  not  whether  the  church 
at  large  is  ready  for  the  provincial  system,  but  whether  the 
church  in  any  one  State  is  ready  for  it.  And  this,  I  think, 
will  depend,  in  great  measure,  upon  growth.  It  would  hardly 
be  worth  while  to  adopt  the  provincial  system  in  any  State, 
or  group  of  States,  for  the  sake  simply  of  this  system. 

We  must  call  to  mind  the  different  condition  of  things  in 
the  past  and  in  the  present.  In  this  country  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  comparison  with  the  nominal  Christian 
population  is  very  small.  We  are  growing  it  is  true,  but  it 
will  be  long  before  we  become  a  popular  body.  Some  urge 
that  for  this  precise  reason  we  should  adopt  the  provincial 
system,  as  one  of  the  causes  whereby  the  Church  extended 
herself  in  the  past.  But  we  must  remember  that  there  is 
this  important  difference  between  now  and  then.  In  ancient 
times  the  Bishop  of  a  city  and  its  suburbs  was  the  Bishop  of 
the  entire  Christian  population,  not  de  jure  only  but  de  facto ^ 
and  consequently  Dioceses  could  not  but  be  small.  Thus 
Bingham  estimates  the  whole  of  Asia  Minor  from  the  Helle- 
spont to  the  Euphrates  as  a  base,  as  containing  four  hundred 
Dioceses,  which  would  give  on  an  average  something  over 
four  hundred  square  miles  only  to  each  Diocese.  Let  us 
suppose  the  State  of  South  Carolina  to  be  an  Ecclesiastical 
Province  after  the  form  of  one  of  the  Provinces  of  Asia  ; 
and  supposing  further,  the  same  density  of  population,  and 
further  also,  that  we  were  not  divided  into  Episcopalians,  and 
Presbyterians,  and  Baptists,  and  Roman  Catholics,  and  Metho- 
dists, "  but  that  we  all  walked  according  to  the  same  rule, 
and  minded  the  same  things,"  then,  in  that  case,  and  in 
all  other  respects  assuming  similar  conditions,  we  should 
have  about  sixty  Dioceses,  reckoning  the  square  contents  of 
the  State  in  round  numbers  at  thirty  thousand  square  miles, 
or  at  the  very  lowest  we  should  have  as  many  Dioceses  as 
Counties.  And  this  would  realize,  I  think,  a  primitive  Epis- 
copacy. For  the  circumstance  that  a  Bishop  must  have  a 
seat  in  parliament,  or  that  he  must  have  a  large  revenue  in 
order  to  maintain  a  certain  outward  dignity  of  living  was 
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quite  an  after  thought.  The  Diocese  of  St.  Augustine  was 
only  about  forty  miles  in  length,  who  lived  a  simple,  humble 
life,  and  with  whom  it  was  a  cause  of  regret  when  secular 
disputes  called  him  off  from  the  study  of  divine  things.  I  would 
consider,  therefore,  the  State  as  the  unit,  and  to  be  sub-divided 
into  Dioceses,  as  fast  as  necessity  required,  or  rather  I 
would  not  wait  for  necessity  but  only  for  expediency.  Each 
Diocese  would  then  as  now,  have  its  own  Convention,  while 
the  Church  throughout  the  State  or  Province  would  have  its 
Provincial  Convention  to  which  appeals  might  come  up  from 
the  single  Diocese  and  single  Bishop,  and  to  which  also  might 
be  given  many  of  those  questions  which  now  consume  the 
time  of  the  General  Convention  at  its  triennial  session.  But 
of  course,  some  portions  of  our  Church  will  approach  such 
a  condition  of  things  much  sooner  than  others  ;  as  for  ex- 
ample, the  State  of  New  York  now  has  within  its  limits  five 
Dioceses  ;  Pennsylvania,  three  Dioceses  ;  Illinois,  three ; 
New  Jersey,  two ;  Michigan,  two ;  Wisconsin,  two  ;  Ohio, 
two.  This  is  the  course  things  have  already  taken,  and  the 
same  process  will  go  on  with  the  greater  growth  of  the 
Church,  viz.  :  Several  Dioceses  within  the  civil  bounds  of  a 
State,  which  is  but  the  repetition  of  the  old  Ecclesiastical 
Provincial  system.  A  half  century  from  now,  the  State  of 
New  York  will  very  likely  have  twenty  Dioceses  in  commu- 
nion with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

What  in  such  a  near  future  will  be  the  relation  of  the 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention  ?  What  will  be  the  re- 
lations again  in  General  Convention  between  the  sections 
where  the  Church  grows  rapidly,  and  where  it  remains  sta- 
tionary, I  will  not  now  anticipate.  It  has  been  suggested  on 
very  high  authority  that  votes  in  General  Convention  should 
be  given  not  as  now  by  Dioceses,  but  by  States  or  Provinces, 
and  in  support  of  such  suggestion  reference  is  made  to  the 
action  of  the  Church  in  the  late  Confederate  States. 

But  now,  on  the  other  hand,  suppose  it  be  decided  after 
mature  deliberation  and  a  full  discussion  in  General  Conven- 
tion, that  the  Province  shall  be  not  a  single  State,  but  a  group 
of  States;  then,  on  what  basis  shall  the  group  be  formed? 
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Under  any  conditions  it  strikes  me,  as  I  have  already  in- 
timated, the  formation  will  be  more  or  less  artificial,  and  in 
no  case  organic  but  mechanical.  The  nearest  approach  to  a 
unifying  basis  in  the  proposed  group,  would  be  sectional 
sameness,  derived  from  climate,  soil,  and  traditions.  People 
recognize  this  when  they  speak  of  the  Eastern  States,  the 
Middle,  the  Southern,  and  the  Western  States.  The  Report 
says,  that  several  of  the  replies  suggest  that  any  principle 
of  association  is  better  than  that  of  "  sectional  affinity."  I 
cannot  but  think  such  views  unphilosophical,  and  if  acted 
upon  would  destroy  any  hope  of  efficiency  from  the  group 
system  if  adopted.  We  are  all  one,  thank  God,  in  a  national 
church,  co-terminous  with  the  whole  country,  but  when  you 
aim  to  legislate  for  parts,  the  parts  should  be  as  nearly  as 
possible  homogeneous. 

But  I  have  already  detained  you  too  long  with  this  subject, 
and  yet,  if  I  have  taxed  your  patience,  it  is  that  I  may  turn 
your  thoughts  in  the  direction  whither  the  Sub  Committee 
on  Provinces,  from  the  House  of  Bishops  has  invited  them, 
and  also  give  my  humble  contribution  to  the  general  dis- 
cussion which  most  likely  now  awaits  the  provin  cial  system 
as  applied  to  the  American  Church. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  only  make  an  additional  suggestion 
in  the  event  that  no  action  at  all  is  taken  by  the  Church 
within  the  next  few  years,  and  supposing  things  to  remain  as 
they  are.  How,  in  such  case,  shall  the  General  Convention, 
which  has  charge  of  the  Ritual  and  the  Prayer  Book,  be 
made  more  effective  in  administration  ?  As  it  is,  important, 
questions,  which  go  over  from  one  triennial  session  to  another^ 
wear  themselves  out  instead  of  being  composed  by  the  highest 
legislative  authority.  Possibly,  to  meet  the  increasing  de- 
mands upon  it  from  our  expanding  Church,  it  may  be  well  for 
the  General  Convention  to  meet  annually  instead  of  tri- 
annually,  and  with  reduced  diocesan  deputations.  Says  the 
5th  Canon  of  the  Council  of  Nice,  "That  this  matter,"  viz: 
excommunication,  "  may  have  due  examination,  it  is  decreed 
that  in  every  Province,  Synods  shall  be  held  twice  every 
year. 
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If  the  Church  in  ancient  times  met  its  press  of  business  by 
frequent  Synods,  possibly,  if  we  continue  to  adhere  to  the 
system  of  things  began  a  century  ago,  more  frequent,  rather 
than  more  infrequent  General  Conventions  will  be  found  a 
partial  remedy  at  least  for  some  of  our  needs. 

I  would  state  that  the  foregoing  views  were  written  before 
the  Memorial  of  the  Commission  of  the  University  of  the 
South  to  this  Convention,  in  relation  to  the  Provincial  system 
came  to  hand,  and  which  will  probably  claim  your  attention 
as  suggesting  some  results  which  may  be  expected  to  follow 
if  the  plan  of  the  Sub-Committee  be"finally  adopted  by  the 
Church.

In  the  afternoon  of  same  day 
at  Magwood's  Chapel,  preached  to  a  congregation  of  colored  people, 
and  confirmed  twenty-six  persons.  At  night  of  the  same  day,  in  Mag 
nolia  Chapel,  preached  to  a  congregation  of  white  and  colored  persons 
and  confirmed  one  white  person. 
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April  4.  First  Sunday  after  Easter.  St.  Helena,  Beaufort.  At  Morning  Prayer, 
I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of 
same  day,  catechised  children  of  the  Snnday-school.  At  night  con- 
firmed fourteen  persons,  and  addressed  them.  Was  glad  to  find  that 
the  new  Rector  was  highly  acceptable  to  his  important  charge,  and  to 
see  prospects  of  usefulness  before  him.  May  time  and  further  expe- 
rience only  serve  to  cement  the  bonds  between  pastor  and  people. 

April  6.  Visited  for  the  first  time  St.  Helena  Chapel,  St.  Helena  Island,  and 
preached  to  a  large  congregation  of  colored  people,  together  with  a  few 
whites.  The  chapel  is  used,  by  the  permission  of  the  only  vestryman 
of  St  Helena  now  remaining  alive,  by  an  African  Methodist  congre- 
gation. Their  use  of  it  serves  to  protect  somewhat  the  ancient  church 
building,  erected  in  colonial  times,  and  the  grave-yard  which  surrounds 
it.  I  was  glad  to  see  that  the  colored  people  had  enclosed  the  yard  with 
a  fence,  not  very  substantial  it  is  true,  but  better  than  none  at  all.  Dr. 
Gardiner,  late  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  was  once  Rector  ; 
and  we  learn  from  Dalcho  that  a  respectable  congregation  of  church 
people  worshipped  here.  At  present  only  about  forty  white  persons 
reside  on  this  island,  and  some  six  thousand  blacks.  The  blacks  are 
divided  between  African  Methodists  and  Baptists.  Of  the  forty  white 
persons,  not  more  than  a  dozen  claim  to  be  churchmen,  and  only  about 
six  belong  to  the  old  white  population.  The  reason  why  the  old  white 
population  never  returned,  as  on  some  of  the  other  islands — as  Edisto 
and  John's  Islands — was  that  their  lands  were  virtually  confiscated  to 
the  United  States  Government.  Planting  is  altogether  in. the  hands  of 
the  blacks,  the  few  whites  being  engaged  in  merchandising.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  free  schools  of  the  State,  benevolent  Northern  people  have 
established  schools.  One  which  I  visited  is  continued  for  eight  months 
in  the  year.  The  Rector  of  Beaufort  will  minister  on  St.  Helena  Island 
as  he  has  opportunity.  I  have  noticed  this  island  thus  at  length  because 
of  its  very  slight  connexion  with  the  Diocese  at  present.  I  hope  the 
future  will  restore  a  connexion 

April  7.  ColTms's  Point,  St.  Helena  Island.  Celebrated  Holy  Communion  in 
private  house  and  made  brief  address,  and  afterwards  administered  to 
three  communicants,  one  of  them  being  Rector  of  Beaufort — congrega- 
tion numbered  about  a  dozen  whites.  Returning  to  Beaufort,  I  con- 
firmed in  the  evening  of  same  day  one  sick  person  in  private. 

April  II.  Second  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  Grace  Chuch,  Charleston,  after  Morning 
Prayer,  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  same  day,  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  addressed  them.  At  night, 
in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  after  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached. 

April  12.  Met  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  with  them  organized 
under  the  Act  of  the  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  incorporating 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  to  hold  Church  property  in  trust.  At 
night  met  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Annual  Report 
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April  i8.  Third  Sunday  after  Easter.  St.  Paul's,  Radcliffeboro'.  At  Morning 
Prayer  I  confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  afterwards 
celebrated  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  same  Sunday,  at 
Christ  Church,  Shepardsboro',  I  confirmed  thirteen  persons  and  made 
an  address  to  the  class.  The  congregation  was  large,  and  of  the  class 
confirmed,  nine  were  young  men.

Chapel,  Hampstead,  (Night,)  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons, 
(one  from  Grace  Church,)  and  afterwerds  made  a  brief  address  to  the 
congregation 

April  26.     Confirmed  in  private  a  sick  person  from  Holy  Communion*. 

May  2.  5th  Sunday  after  Easter.  St.  David's.  Cheraw,  at  Morning  Prayer 
preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Commu- 
nion. In  the  afternoon  met  children  of  the  Sunday-school,  and  at 
night  preached. 

May  3.  Received  notice  from  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartan- 
burg, that  Rev.  S.  H.  S.  Gallaudet  had  accepted  a  call  to  the'Rector- 
ship  of  that  Church,  to  take  effect  from  the  first  of  July  ensuing.

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEE. 


The  Standing  Committee  was  organized  by  the  election  of 
Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  as  President,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Pringle,  as 
Secretary. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Committee  are  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  each  month. 

They  have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
Rev.  Thos.  H.  Starkey,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Northern  New 
Jersey,  and  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  John  N.  Galleher, 
D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Louisiana. 

They  have  recommended  to  the  Bishop,  for  Priest's  Orders, 
Rev.  C.  Innis  La  Roche,  and  for  Deacon\s  Orders,  Mr.  Thos. 
B.  Clarkson. 

The  Standing  Committee  did  not  give  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  and  ordered  the  following  reso- 
lution to  be  entered  on  their  Minutes  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  as  much  as  no  canonical  notification  of 
the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  of  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  A. 
McCoskey,  as  Bishop  of  Michigan,  has  ever  been  received  by 
this  Committee  from  the  Presiding  Bishop;  and  in  as  much 
as  the  letter  of  Bishop  Howe  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Com- 
mittee,  does  not  show  that  the  Canon,  in  such  case  made  and 
provided,  has  been  complied  with,  this  Committee  could  not 
canonically  have  consented  to  the  consecration  of  Rt.  Rev. 
Samuel  S.  Harris,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  said  Diocese,  and 
that  their  consent  was  withheld  solely  upon  canonical 
grounds. 
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The  following  was  adopted  as  a  standing  resolution  of  the 
Committee  : 

No  action  of  the  Committee  upon  applications  for  admis- 
sion as  candidates  for  Orders,  or  for  ordination,  shall  be 
taken,  until  at  least  one  month's  notice  of  such  application 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  Committee.

APPENDIX  III. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  from  the  limi- 
ted time  allowed  them,  and  the  delay  in  receiving  many  of 
the  Parochial  reports,  and  other  difficulties  that  exist,  waiv^e 
again  statistical  details,  and  merely  report  a  summary  of 
items  which  will  show  to  some  extent  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,"  during  the  past 
Conventional  year. 

In  the  City  of  Charleston,  Grace  Church  has  reduced  its 
debt  on  its  Sunday-school  building.  "  The  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion  has  been  liberal  in  its  contributions  to  the 
Lord's  treasury,  and  the  condition  of  its  Parochial  School 
seems  more  flourishing  than  ever,  with  its  change  of  location 
and  enlarged  bounds  ;  St.  Luke's  Church  rejoices  in  its  in- 
crease of  membership  in  the  last  two  years,  from  fifty-five 
communicants  to  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  ;  St.  Stephen's 
Church  is  reported  as  more  flourishing,  and  has  set  a  good 
example  in  the  formation  of  Guilds  for  Church  work,  which 
ought  to  be  more  generally  followed  ;  Christ  Church  which 
has  been  a  marvel  of  success  under  Lay-administration,  con- 
tinues to  prosper  under  its  self-denying  and  zealous  workers 
for  Christ  and  his  Church  ;  and  St.  Mark's  Church  maintains 
the  same  liberal  spirit  that  has  always  characterized  it. 

In  this  connection  we  would  also  refer  with  gratification  to 
the  additional  work  done  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson,  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  who  besides  his  regular  work  reports  servi- 
ces held  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Alms  House,  full  of  interest 
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and  promise  ;  his  temporary  charge  of  St.  John's  Chapel, 
and  the  flourishing  Sunday-school  connected  with  the  same, 
consisting  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  scholars  ;  and  fur- 
ther the  gathering  of  another  Sunday-school  with  some  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  scholars  at  the  colored  mission 
attached  to  his  Parish. 

Beyond  Charleston,  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  shows  great 
increase  in  her  offerings  to  the  Lord,  and  abounding  in 
Christian  activities  and  good  works,  full  of  promise  in  the 
present  and  the  future;  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  takes  the 
lead  in  her  Easter  offerings  of  $1,24.1.^0  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  Sunday-school  building,  soon  to  be  ready  for  use  ;  and 
with  enlarged  acccommodation  to  the  Church  itself,  (for 
which  arrangements  have  been  made,)  the  growth  and  influ- 
ence of  the  Parish  will  be  greatly  promoted;  in  Aiken,  im- 
provements in  the  Church  window  and  the  chancel,  arrange- 
ments have  been  effected  ;  in  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  a  recessed 
chancel  has  been  added,  and  a  memorial  window  erected  to 
its  late  Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Cornish  ;  at  Eastover  in  Rich- 
land County,  a  new  Church  has  been  built  and  occupied  with 
a  congregation  increased  in  size  and  attendance  ;  while  St, 
John's  Church  in  the  same  County  and  under  the  same  Rec- 
tor, is  reported  as  improved,  and  its  condition  encouraging  ; 
at  Rock  Hill,  the  Church  of  our  Saviour  grows  steadily  in 
the  number  of  its  families  and  communicants.  A  new  and 
handsome  chandelier  has  been  purchased  by  the  congrega- 
tion at  the  cost  of  $4.^.00,  and  the  building  re-painted  and 
improved. 

Your  Committee  are  grateful  that  there  is  no  record  of 
death  among  the  Clergy,  but  that  several  additions  have  been 
made  to  its  ranks  by  transfer  from  other  Dioceses  ;  that  one 
new  Church  has  been  consecrated,  several  chapels  for  whites 
and  colored  been  built,  and  the  corner  stones  laid  of  a 
Church  at  Marion,  and  one  also  at  Gaffney  Station,  on  the 
Air  Line  Railroad;  that  the  Missionaries  of  the  Church  have, 
from  the  mountains  to  the  seaboard,  been  most  faithful  and 
untiring  in  their  labours  for  Christ  and  His  Church  ;  that  the 
prospect  continues  to  brighten  of  work  among  the  colored 
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people,  being  appreciated  in  many  quarters,  and  of  good  re- 
sulting to  this  class,  which  will  tell  both  in  this  world  and  in 
that  which  is  to  come;  that  Convocations  have  been  organi- 
zed in  all  of  the  Convocational  districts,  and  the  offerings  for 
missions  within  our  own  bounds  have  been  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year,  and  indicate  a  healthy  interest  in  the  matter, 
most  gratifying  and  hopeful.  We  regret  to  add  that  some  of 
our  larger  congregations,  and  in  this  city,  have  not  responded, 
or  but  feebly  to  the  cause  of  Diocesan  Missions,  which  should 
be  dear  to  all  our  hearts. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  (brought 
particularly  to  our  notice  by  the  report  of  Rev.  Mr.  Porter, 
also  laid  before  us,)  that  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  Clergy 
indicate  great  carelessness  in  detail, and  abound  in  inaccuracies 
which  ought  to  be  corrected.  A  wrong  impression  is  thus 
easily  made  as  to  the  true  condition  of  our  Diocese,  where 
attention  and  particularity  would  show  probably,  not  a  de- 
crease, but  actual  increase  in  material  strength  and  develop- 
ment. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  blanks  as  sent  by  the 
Secretary  should  be  more  carefully  filled,  the  writing  and 
figures  made  in  ink  and  not  pencil  as  is  often  the  case,  and 
the  names  of  Rector  and  Churches  be  given  and  recorded. 

We  also  recommend  a  change  in  the  schedule  of  offerings 
introduced  a  few  years  ago,  (one  of  these  for  the  Home 
Commission  being  no  longer  called  for,)  and  suggest  therefore, 
as  far  as  practicable,  that  the  schedule  given  by  our  Bishop 
in  his  recent  address  should  be  adopted  and  used.

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  contribute  a  sum 
equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  communicant  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate. 
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The  Committee  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  find  them  to  be  correct. 
The  balance  on  hand  the  ist  May,  1879,  $^94  45-100; 
the  receipts  during  the  year  have  been  $2g2  40- 100,  and  the 
disbursements  $61^  95-100,  leaving  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand 
1st  May,  1880,  of  ^372  90-100. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  there  will  be  no  neces- 
sity of  an  increase  of  assessment,  they  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the 
Diocese  in  union  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese.

On  page  22  the  matter  of  procuring  a  charter  for  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee,  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  and  that  Committee,  on  page  34,  re- 
commended the  continuance  of  the  original  Committee,  with 
the  addition  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Shand  to  said  Committee,  and  that 
prompt  action  be  urged  upon  them. 

On  page  24  of  Journal,  Canon  III.,  of  organized  Missions, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  which  Committee  recommended  that  its  considera- 
tion be  postponed  until  the  next  Convention  and  be  printed 
on  the  Journal. 

On  page  35  of  Journal,  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
(page  64,  Journal  of  1876)  be  postponed  until  the  next 
Convention.

APPENDIX  IV. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  respectfully 
report  : 

That  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
held  at  Sewanee  in  August  last,  and  was  attended  by  the 
Bishop  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  and  Mr.  C.  Richardson 
Miles  on  the  part  of  the  Laity,  as  Trustees  for  this  Diocese, 
and  this  report  is  now  furnished  by  the  latter. 

The  Bishop  will  no  doubt  report  to  the  Convention  the 
action  and  declaration  of  the  Bishops  in  attendance  in  rela- 
tion to  the  mode  of  conducting  the  services  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  University. 

This  declaration  and  the  discontinuance  of  certain  forms 
and  postures  in  the  Chapel  services,  about  which  differences 
of  opinion  have  existed  in  the  Church,  show  that  the  charge 
which  has  been  made  as  to  the  encouragement  by  the  au- 
thorities of  what  are  commonly  known  as  "  Ritualistic"  obser- 
vances, is  without  foundation.  And  while  what  has  thus 
occurred  illustrates  how,  by  the  very  nature  and  necessities 
of  its  organization,  the  action  of  the  University  must  always 
be  conservative,  it  will  at  the  same  time  be  of  essential  service 
to  the  institution  by  removing  one  of  the  grounds  of  preju- 
dice against  it. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  University  has  been  essen- 
tially improved  as  far  as  its  debt  is  concerned,  under  the 
judicious  management  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  who  acted 
as  Commissioner  of  Finance  during  the  year  1879.  And  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  August  last  Dr.  Hodgson  was  elected 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Board  having  however  first  rescinded 
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the  resolution  previously  adopted,  that  the  Vice-Chancellor 
should  be  "  a  clerk  in  holy  orders."  But  while  there  is  im- 
provement in  the  financial  situation,  as  to  the  debt  of  the 
University,  it  consists  only  in  bringing  its  expenditures 
within  its  income. 

This  retrenchment  however  is  at  the  expense  of  the  Pro- 
fessors who  consent  to  work  for  salaries  entirely  inadequate 
and  scarcely  sufficient  to  supply  bare  necessities  for  them- 
selves and  their  families.  And  this  condition  of  things  must 
continue  so  long  as  the  institution  is  dependent  upon  tuition 
fees  for  its  support,  and  has  no  permanent  endowment. 

The  maintenance  of  the  University  in  its  present  efficiency, 
is  due  to  the  extraordinary  character  of  its  corps  of  profes- 
sors, all  of  whom  are  men  of  such  ability  and  reputation  in 
their  several  departments  and  professions,  as  would  secure 
them  much  greater  remuneration  in  other  fields  of  labor, 
but  who  remain  at  their  respective  posts  from  the  highest 
sense  of  duty  to  the  Church,  and  the  cause  of  liberal  edu- 
cation. 

There  must  however  be  a  limit  to  this  self  sacrifice,  and  it 
is  a  question  how  long  the  Church  in  the  South  is  justified  in 
accepting  it  at  the  hands  of  those  who  serve  her.  The  ex- 
istence of  this  feeling  among  the  Professors  and  also  among 
the  Alumni  of  the  University,  the  latter  of  whom  have  ex- 
hibited it  in  a  marked  degree,  is  one  of  the  most  cheering 
features  of  its  history,  and  fosters  the  hope  that'an  institution 
which  inspires  and  calls  forth  such  a  spirit,  must  be  destined 
to  do  good  work  in  the  near  future. 

In  order  to  increase  and  extend  the  interest  in  the  Univer- 
sity throughout  the  ten  Dioceses  pledged  to  support  it,  is 
important  that  there  should  be  a  full  representation  of  each 
Diocese  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  To  secure 
this,  we  venture  to  suggest,  that  in  addition  to  the  clerical 
and  two  lay  Trustees  now  provided  for,  the  Convention  elect 
three  alternate  Trustees — one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen — 
who  not  only  in  the  event  of  the  absence  or  the  inability  or  the 
failure  to  attend,  on  the  part  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  regular 
Trustees,  may  supply  his  or  their  place  or  places,  but  who 
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also  will  be  expected  and  requested  to  attend  all  meetinf^s  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Convention  has  full  authority  to  regulate  the  matter  in 
any  manner  it  may  think  best.  In  some  Dioceses  the  power 
is  given  to  the  Bishop  to  appoint  Trustees  in  the  place  of 
such  as  may  not  be  able  to  attend  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 
But  it  would  seem  that  this  implies  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Trustee.  We  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  appointment  of 
alternates  is  a  better  plan,  and  a  resolution  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Convention  to  carry  this  suggestion  into  effect.

They  have  furnished  the  vestry-room,  remodelled  the  chancel  cushions,  had  the  organ 
and  melodeon  tuned,  repaired  the  stove  and  front  fence  of  the  Rectory. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Missionary,  the  congregation  has  been  fully  served  by  a 
Lay  Reader. 

The  missionary  has  assisted  in  services  in  Charleston  at  St    Philip's  Church,  St, 
Michael's.  St.  Paul's,  Grace,  Church  of  Holy  Communion,  and   St.  Luke's — in  all,

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twenty-seven  times;  also,  on  Sullivan's  Island,  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis,  Adam's 
Run,  Grahamville,  Rockville,  Combahee.

A  great  trouble  has  befallen  one  of  my  colored  congregations  of  late  Their  chapel 
was  built  and  dedicated  to  the  service  of  God  under  the  Rectorship  of  my  predecessor, 
but  unfortunately  no  formal  deed  was  made  and  given  for  it.  With  scarcely  a  warning 
and  while  I  was  absent  the  property  was  sold  and  the  chapel  and  its  surroundings  swept 
away.  Through  the  kindness  of  one  who  in  the  years  of  the  past  labored  with  me  in 
this  field,  I  borrowed  the  amount  needed  to  redeem  it,  $421,  and  the  congregation  are 
now  making  an  effort  to  refund  it.  This  year  they  have  raised,  as  above  noted, 
$100.35,  and  this,  with  $100  more  for  repairing  thoroughly  the  Chapel,  has  pre- 
vented them  from  doing  as  much  as  they  did  last  year  for  Missions,  Diocesan  and 
General. 
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The  day  upon  which  I  took  up  the  deed  which  made  the  Chapel  and  its  surround- 
ings theirs  and  their  childrens,  was  a  day  of  rejoicing  indeed,  and  with  hearts  aglow 
with  gratitude  they  girded  up  their  loins  to  work  yet  more  vigorously  for  the  Saviour. 
Poor  in  this  world,  they  are  rich  in  faith  and  works.

We  were  much  edified  by  the  visit  of  the  Bishop  on  the  23d  of  July,  when  he  con- 
secrated to  the  worship  of  God,  the  Plantersville  Chapel,  and  held  two  other  services. 
I  have  continued  my  work  among  the  outlying  population,  as  I  have  been  able  to  find 
opportunity,  and  trust  that  some  good  has  resulted,  and  humbly  hope  for  more.  Among 
the  negroes  I  can  as  yet  report  no  progress,  but  I  have,  with  the  assistance  of  a  few 
whites,  begun  the  erection  of  a  church  building  for  their  sole  use,  and  am  encouraged 
by  the  expressions  of  good  will  from  them.  At  another  meeting  of  the  Convention  I 
trust  to  be  able  to  report  more  progress. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  parish  is  better  than  it  has  been  before  in  a  long  time, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  may  be  shown  in  increased  contributions  to  the  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Church,  To  name  any  amount  as  what  may  be  expected  for 
Diocesan  Missions  another  year,  is  scarcely  possible,  as  it  depends  very  much  upon  the 
result  of  the  crops,  but  I  think  we  may  be  hopeful  that  it  will  not  fall  below  that  con- 
tributed for  the  present  year.

By  next  Convention,  it  is  hoped,  they  will  have  completed  a  chapel  of  their  own. 
They  are  very  anxious  about  it,  and  feel  that  thereby  influence  will  be  largely 
increased. 

A  colored  man  is  now  preparing  and  laying  by  the  means  to  fit  himself  for  the  min- 
istry, or  a  well  fitted  lay  helper, 

TRENTON. 

We  have  here  a  large  part  of  nine  families,  who  have,  and  will,  attach  themselves 
to  our  Church.  They  are  the  younger  portion  of  old  non-Episcopal  household. 
They  have  in  hand  the  building  of  a  church.  They  have  a  beautiful  lot,  and  about 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500). 

That  a  church  should  be  here,  is  a  work  of  moment.  There  is  an  opening  of 
cheerful  promise.  The  work  is  in  the  heart  and  hand  of  young  and  godly  women. 
May  their  devotion  meet  with  success. 

ST.  GEORGE'S,  KAOLIN. 

This  Church  has  been  placed  in  beautiful  order — an  organ,  lights,  and  carpets — the 
gift  of  a  friend  in  New  York.  The  congregation  has  become  quite  full,  and  of  much 
interest. 

COLORED  PEOPLE. 

This  people  occupy  the  Church  at  night.  The  Church  is  well  filled,  and  the  Sun- 
day-school of  one  hundred  scholars 

The  Superintendent  of  the  "  Kaolin  Works  "  takes  great  interest  in  this  Church 
and  work.  He  teaches  them  church  music.  A  school  house  and  Sunday-school 
room  will  soon  be  built. 

LANGLEY,  NEAR  KAOLIN. 

Here  a  large  church  has  been  built  by  the  Langley  Factory.  The  Factory  control 
it     The  fourth  Sunday  is  for  myself,  in  connection  with  St.  George's. 

St.  George's  should  now  be  a  parish  by  itself.  I  have  no  doubt  in  another  year  a 
rectory  will  be  provided. 

Edgefield,  Trenton,  and  Graniteville  will  give  work  enough  to  the  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church  ;  a  church  very  feeble,  but,  as  to  position,  of  great  value  to  the  Church.

REMARKS. 

On  Tuesday,  April  27th,  the  corner  stone  of  "  The  Church  of  the  Incarnation  " 
was  laid,  at  this  place,  by  the  Missionary,  Rev  E.  Capers  delivering  an  address.  A 
very  eligible  lot  has  been  secured,  and  the  material  is  being  collected  to  complete  the 
structure. 

The  community  have  contributed  generously,  and  with  the  aid  of  $45.00  ap- 
propriated by  the  Greenville  Convocation,  and  $25  00  contributed  by  friends  within 
its  bounds,  the  building  will  be  erected  and  paid  for.  Painting,  sittings,  and  fitting  up 
for  the  interior,  generally,  has  yet  to  be  provided  for.  We  have  asked  no  aid,  but 
trust  that  some  earnest  soul  will  have  these  needs  in  mind,  and  enable  us  to  complete 
the  fourth  Church  building  in  Spartanburg  county. 

At  other  points,  I  have  performed  service  6  times  on  Sunday,  and  8  on  other  days, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  ;  times--twice  being  in  private.  One  of  these 
services  was  for  Deaf  mutes,  at  the  State  Asylum,  at  Cedar  Springs,  where  I  design  to 
officiate  monthly.  Thus  far,  untoward  circumstances  have  hindered  the  execution  of 
this  purpose.  The  service  was  full  of  interest.  The  excellent  Principal  interpreted  in 
the  sign  language  and  Prof.  North,  aided  by  blind  singers,  as  well  as  others,  gave  us 
excellent  music.

I  continue  the  plan  of  going  to  Seneca  City  once  a  month  while  I  reside  here  in 
charge  of  this  Parish, 

I  trust  that  this  small  congregation  is  holding  its  own.  There  are  few  of  a  suitable 
age  for  Sunday-school,  but  it  has  been  kept  up  by  seeking  those  without,  and  by  invi- 
ting the  "  very  little  children"  to  come  unto  Christ  in  His  Church. 

A  day  school  for  girls  of  about  15  scholars,  is  carried  on  in  the  Rectory  by  a  young 
lady.     I,  myself,  teach  a  private  scholar  two  hours  a  day. 

The  "  Greenville  Convocation"  met  here  this  year  and  was  a  source  of  encourage- 
ment to  us  all.  The  ministers  concluded  to  suspend  their  Missionary  visits  to  Seneca 
City,  chiefly  for  want  of  a  suitable  place  for  assembling 

A  Chapel  is  a  pressing  necessity  for  the  Mission  at  Seneca.  A  lot  has  been  donated, 
but  I  hope  to  obtain  a  more  suitable  site  for  building  by  purchase  of  the  adjoining  corner 
lot.  We  have  now  about  $100  as  the  nucleus  of  a  building  fund.  As  soon  as  $300 
is  received  we  will  begin  to  build.

I  was  absent  in  England  from  the  25th  March  to  25th  of  July,  during  which  time 
the  Bishop  took  charge  of  this  Parish.

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to  help  me  carry  on  the  Holy  Communion  Church  Institute.  On  the  8th  of  January, 
we  took  formal  possession  of  the  Arsenal,  leased  to  me  by  the  U.  S  Government. 
The  Institute  has  moved  over  into  it  on  the  2d  of  February.  It  has  cost  over  $10,000 
to  adapt  it  to  our  needs,  but  with  this  expenditure  we  have  a  grand  opportunity  to  do 
good  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  now  this  work 
will  be  sustained  by  the  Diocese,  We  have  devoted  the  late  Home  Hall  in  Cannon 
street  to  a  Home  for  ladies  who  need  a  home.  We  can  give  thirteen  a  comfortable 
resting  place.

REMARKS. 

The  Parish  continues  to  grow  and  prosper.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  families,  communicants  and  souls  during  the  year.

Besides  the  above  report^  I  have,  during  the  year,  assisted  thirteen  times  in  the 
Churches  in  Charleston,  officiated  once  on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  twice  at  Summer- 
ville.  The  Colored  Mission,"  which  I  commenced  a  year  ago  last  March,  is  still  at 
work,  but  does  not  yet  (to  our  satisfaction)  show  signs  of  permanency — at  least  I  fail 
of  that  encouragement  which  would  justify  my  reporting  the  same  to  you  as  a  perma- 
nent work.  The  Sunday  School  numbers  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  scholars, 
twelve  teachers,  one  Superintendent,  one  Assistant  Superintendent,  with  Mr,  E.  A. 
Ransome  (white)  as  organist,  instructor,  and  trainer.  The  Sunday  evening  as  also 
the  Thursday  evening  services  are  at  times  well  attended.  A  donation  of  Instruction 
Books,  Prayer  Books,  and  Bibles,  and  a  small  circulating  library,  trom  parties  in  the 
North,  has  helped  us  much  in  our  great  needs  in  this  quarter. 
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Having  so  recently  been  appointed  by  you  as  Minister  of  St.  John's  Chapel,  I  am 
altogether  unable  to  make,  at  this  time,  a  satisfactory  report.  It  has  not  been  possible 
yet  to  bring  back  the  "  scattered  sheep^""  or  to  ^'gather  up  the  fragments.'''  The  sad 
experience  of  the  Mission,  during  the  last  four  months,  has  greatly  disheartened  many 
of  its  dearest  friends.  The  retirement  of  the  late  incumbent  from  the  work  left  it,  in 
great  measure,  uncared  for.  In  addition  to  my  other  duties,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  J. 
M,  Green  fthe  late  incumbent),  and  the  desire  of  the  people  ot  St.  John's  Mission  I, 
have,  since  the  25th  of  January  last,  regularly  given  them  services  on  Sunday  evening 
and  Wednesday  afternoon,  and  have  now  made  arrangements  for  services  on  each  Sun- 
day morning.  I  have,  wirhin  the  last  four  months  in  St  John's  Chapel,  baptized 
five  infants,  married  one  couple,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once,  performed 
the  burial  service  four  times,  and  seven  have  been  confirmed.  The  current  expenses 
for  the  last  year,  as  reported  to  me  by  the  Treasurer,  have  been  $211.62.  In  the 
Sunday  School  there  are  169  scholars,  63  males  and  106  females,  with  12  teachers. 
Communicants  reported  May,  1879,  136. 

The  "  Laurens  Street  Church  Home,"  which  you  have  placed  under  my  care  as 
Rector,  has  now  eighteen  inmates — adults,  seventeen;  children,  one  j  male,  one; 
female,  seventeen.  None  have  been  admitted  since  May,  1879,  while  two  have  removed 
from  the  Home  "  We  have  now  one  vacant  room.  The  Church  Aid  Association 
still  furnish  the  means  to  pay  for  female  services  rendered  in  the  House. 

Another  work,  which  is  not  strictly  a  church  ivork^  is,  by  the  request  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Charleston  Alms  House,  placed  in  my  hands.  On  every  Wednesday 
evening,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Alms  House,  I  conduct  the  services  of  the  Church,  and 
give  a  sermon  or  lecture.  These  services  are  now  largely  attended  by  the  members  of 
St.  John's  and  St.  Luke's  Churches,  and  the  full  audible  responses,  and  the  hearty 
"  chanting,''  led  on  the  organ  by  a  lady  member  of  Christ  Church,  would  put  to  blush 
the  more  wealthy  and  older  congregations  of  the  city.  These  services  together  with 
the  Lay  services  in  the  same  Chapel  on  every  Sunday  afternoon,  are,  we  are  encouraged 
to  believe,  doing  good,  and  adding  much  to  the  comfort  of  those  poor  in  this  world's 
goods  but  (we  trust,  in  many  instances)  '*  r/c/z  toiuard  God.''  Accept  the  above,  my 
dear  Bishop,  as  my  feeble  effort  to  do  some  work  for  our  common  Lord  and  Master.

WATEREE  MISSION,  (COLORED.) 

Rev.  T.  B.  CLARKSON,  Deacon,  Missionary. 

My  Dear  Bishop  :  I  herewith  present  to  you  my  report  of  work  done  among  the 
colored  people  since  my  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  in  December  last. 

At  first  I  was  much  hindered  on  account  of  not  having  a  regular  place  of  worship, 
going  from  place  to  place  and  talking  to  them  as  I  could  best  collect  them  But  after 
much  labor  and  perseverance  I  am  happy  to  say  I  have  succeeded  in  erecting  a  very  neat 
and  suitable  Chapel  near  the  site  of  the  .-Id  Wateree  Chapel  or  Lower  Zion,  built  near 
one  hundred  years  ago  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  colored  people,  and  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1866. 

This  present  Chapel  (called  St.  Stephens)  was  finished  the  27th  April  last,  and  on 
Easter  held  my  first  service,  which  was  largely  attended.  Since  then  I  have  held  ser- 
vices there  regularly  every  Sunday  afternoon,  devoting  the  morning  to  the  Sunday-school, 
in  which  much  interest  is  exhibited,  being  under  the  superintendancy  of  an  intelligent 
and  educated  young  colored  man.  I  am  encouraged  in  this  work  and  hope  that  in  the 
Sunday-school  I  have  the  nucleus  of  a  good  congregation  of  these  people  in  the  future, 
I  meet  regularly  one  night  in  the  week  a  class  of  young  colored  men,  when,  after  prayer 
and  singing,  a  chapter  of  the  Bible  is  read  and  explained.  The  attendance  has  been 
good  and  am  sorry  that  1  will  be  compelled  to  suspend  it  during  the  sickly  season,  but 
hope  to  form  one  near  my  summer  home. 

The  responses,  chants  and  other  parts  of  the  services  are  admirably  rendered  by  the 
congregation,  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  see  the  delight  they  take  in  it. 
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I  have  been  prevented  from  doing  all  I  would  like  on  account  of  having  to  perform 
my  work  on  foot,  walking  every  Sunday  from  ten  to  twelve  miles  and  preaching  twice. 
But  am  thankful  to  say,  have  felt  no  inconvenience  except  time  consumed  in  this  mode 
of  travelling. 

I  have  baptized  seven  children  and  buried  one  adult,  all  colored. 

By  your  appointment  I  have  assisted  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  Rector  of  Zion 
Chureh,  holding  service  on  those  Sunday  forenoons  he  has  been  absent  at  his  other 
missionary  stations,  in  all  ten  times. 

I  have  also  held  service,  once  at  Smith's  Chapel  (white  Methodist)  and  expect  (D.  V.) 
to  hold  service  there  once  a  month  during  the  summer. 

I  have  been  more  encouraged  in  this  work  among  the  colored  people  than  I  first  an- 
ticipated, and  I  think  there  is  a  vast  work  opening  for  the  Church  in  this  direction.  I 
am  indebted  to  Rev,  J.  H.  Tillinghast  and  also  Mr.  Saltus,  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
from  St.  Marks,  Charleston,  for  valuable  assistance  rendered.

We  are  endeavouring  to  organize  a  Sunday-school,  but  cannot  yet  say  anything 
definite  as  to  its  numbers  and  prospects. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  promised  by  the  different  points  in  the  Mission,  the 
Missionary  receives  a  stipend  of  Three  hundred  dollars  from  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
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Missions,  out  of  his  salary  he  is  compelled  to  keep  a  horse  and  buggy  in  order  that  he 
may  effectually  perform  the  work  given  him  to  do. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Spear,  D.  D.,  1  have  received  from  the 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society,  a  donation  of  fifty  (50)  Prayer  Books  and 
Hymnals,  for  the  use  of  the  Mission,  and  also  from  the  Dr,  himself  a  valuable 
contribution  of  books,  &c.,  for  the  use  of  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Mission.  These 
donations  are  a  great  assistance  to  me  at  all  parts  of  my  field  of  labor,  and  with 
thankfulness  I  hereby  ackno^vledge  them. 

I  cannot  in  this  report  state  authoritively,  the  amount  which  this  Mission,  or  its 
several  points  may  be  ^ble  to  contribute  for  Diocesan  Missions, as  I  have  not  yet  had 
the  opportunity  of  informing  myself,  but  we  certainly  will  do  what  we  can,  and  I  feel 
assured  that  the  Board  may  rely  on  the  Sea  Coast  Mission  for  Seventy-five  ($75.00) 
dollars  for  the  ensuing  year.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that 
now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations  or  churches  or  dormant 
parishes  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which 
have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and  also  of  any 
property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surren- 
der or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  trustees,  or  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for 
the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described 
in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  trustees 
by  operation  of  law  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other 
than  that  which  is  therein  specified,  and  the  said  trustees 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  ot  the  Diocese  of  the 
said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880.

1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  of  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Conv^ention,  they  should  select 
persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
{Passed  1842.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors,  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention.   (Passed  18 j8.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  i8y^.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop^s  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (^4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of 
the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
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shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
.shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church, 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with 
the  Tellers,  as  called  for;  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after 
the  Tellers  beg^in  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the 
same  Church  with  himself 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "  Resolved  "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the 
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resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by 
him  to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber niay^  call  to  order  ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called 
to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain. All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first 
instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President  ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair;  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended, 
without  the  concurrence  of  tzvo-thu'ds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  alter- 
ed, but  by  a  vote  of  tiuo-tJurds  of  both  orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
